Total  Is  New  Record 
for  Alumni  Fund 

6,159  Donors 
Participate 


•  Contributions  to  the  Alumni  Fund 
in  1963  reached  a  record  $164,692,  made 
by  6,159  donors,  also  a  new  record,  as 
compared  with  $160,056  from  6,050  the 
preceding  year. 

By  faculties  or  schools  the  contribu¬ 
tions  were  as  follows:  Arts  and  Science, 
2,568  gave  $50,014;  Comknerce,  425, 
$9,493;  Medicine,  816,  $33,840;  Ap¬ 
plied  Science,  2,280,  $69,627;  Law, 
10,  $250;  Nursing  Science,  60,  $468.  The 
premium  on  U.S.  funds  added  $1,765 
to  the  total. 

There  were  402  new  donors,  and 
there  were  314  who  increased  the  size 
of  their  donations.  The  participation  was 
36  per  cent  of  the  16,965  graduates 
solicited.  The  average  contribution  was 
$26.73.  The  contributions  were  as 
follows : 

3,215  gave  $1  to  $10 
2,019  gave  $11  to  $25 
584  gave  $26  to  $50 
250  gave  $51  to  $100 
53  gave  $101  to  $200 
29  gave  $201  to  $500 
2  gave  $501  to  $1,000 
7  gave  more  than  $1,000 


Appeals  were  sent  out  four  times 
during  the  year.  The  first,  in  April, 
brought  in  $41,594  from  2,335  donors; 
second,  in  June,  $22,587  from  1,225; 
third,  in  September,  $31,110  from  1,195; 
fourth,  in  December,  $54,667  from  998. 
In  addition,  the  sum  of  $14,733  was 
received  from  406  alumni  prior  to  the 
sending  out  of  the  first  appeal. 

Of  the  $164,766  the  sum  of  $30,019 
was  contributed  by  501  alumni  through 
Friends  of  Queens  Inc.,  with  head¬ 
quarters  in  New  York  City. 

Most  contributions  were  made  with¬ 
out  restriction,  in  the  amount  of  $118,- 
125.  The  remainder  was  allocated  to 
a  number  of  projects. 

When  making  their  contributions 
many  alumni  wrote  letters  of  commen¬ 
dation.  Among  the  comments  received 
were  the  following: 

“We  have  decided  to  increase  our 
contribution  to  the  Alumni  Fund  this 
year.  There  are  two  reasons  for  this. 
First,  our  son  is  now  attending  Queen’s 
so  our  interest  in  the  University  is 
naturally  increased.  Our  main  reason, 
however,  is  due  to  the  article  on  future 
expansion  in  the  current  Queens  Review 
[written  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Corry,  Principal, 
for  the  July- August  issue].  We  agree 
with  the  ideas  expressed  there  —  that 
an  attempt  should  be  made  to  take 
some  of  the  responsibilities  for  the  in¬ 
creasing  need  for  university  accommo¬ 
dation  in  Ontario,  but  trying  to  keep 
Queen’s  a  small  college.  During  this 
period  of  expansion,  we  hope  to  con¬ 
tinue  this  increased  amount."

The  Principal’s  Report 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen’s  University  at  Kingston 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  University  for 
the  session  1962-3. 


The  Board  of  Trustees 

As  members  of  the  Board  know,  its  ranks  have  been  affected  by 
several  of  the  chances  of  life. 

Mrs  Grace  Campbell,  well  known  author  and  distinguished 
alumna,  and  member  of  the  Board  for  sixteen  years,  died  after  a 
period  of  indifferent  health.  Mr  Leslie  McDonald  who,  although 
only  recently  come  to  the  Board,  had  brought  his  vigorous  mind 
effectively  to  bear  on  the  affairs  of  his  University,  died  suddenly  in 
the  prime  of  life. 

During  the  year,  Dr  Florence  Dunlop,  a  Trustee  for  more  than 
fifteen  years,  and  Mr  M.  N.  Hay  for  over  twenty  years  an  active  and 
devoted  Trustee  deeply  engaged  as  Vice-Chairman  and  otherwise,  in 
the  work  of  the  University,  both  declined  re-nomination  on  the 
ground  of  ill  health  to  the  great  regret  of  their  fellows.  Mr  E.  C. 
Gill,  for  fifteen  years  a  member  of  the  Board,  Vice-Chairman  from 
1952  to  1957  and  Chairman  after  11  October  1957,  resigned  as 
Chairman  and  later  declined  re-nomination  to  the  Board.  He  found 
he  could  no  longer  reconcile  the  claims  on  his  attention  and  efforts 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  the  stiffening  duties  of  his  office  as 
President  of  the  Canada  Life  Assurance  Company.  To  one  who 
imposed  on  himself  the  most  exacting  attention  to  every  duty,  the 
total  demands  became  too  great.  During  the  period  of  his  Chair¬ 
manship,  the  University  went  through  the  first  trying  stages  of 
preparing  for  substantial  expansion.  Mr  Gill  brought  to  a  host  of 
newly  arising  issues  a  fine  judgment,  a  firm  will  and  persistent 
energy.  For  all  this,  the  University  is  deeply  grateful,  and  welcomes 
most  warmly  Mr  Gill’s  desire,  as  retired  Chairman,  to  be  associated 
with  the  Board  and  the  University  as  closely  as  his  primary  respon¬ 
sibilities  will  permit. 

Death  removed  another  trusted  counsellor  of  the  University.  Sir 
Edward  Peacock,  one  of  Queen’s  most  distinguished  graduates  and 
a  former  Trustee,  who  rose  to  the  highest  eminence  in  the  City  of 
London  died,  full  of  years  and  honours  at  the  age  of  ninety-one. 
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Despite  the  distractions  of  a  crowded  life,  his  affection  for  and 
attention  to,  the  University  never  flagged.  For  many  years  after 
his  retirement  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1947,  he  was,  so  to 
speak,  the  University’s  London  factor,  advising,  procuring  and 
representing.  Nor  in  his  death  did  he  forget  his  University,  putting 
a  handsome  benefaction  at  the  free  disposal  of  the  Trustees. 

The  University  Council  re-elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Messrs 
Ian  MacLachlan  and  D.  W.  Stewart.  The  graduates  of  the 
University  re-elected  Mr  M.  A.  Buell  and  Dr  J.  E.  Hammett.  The 
benefactors  re-elected  Messrs  R.  D.  Harkness  and  D.  K.  MacTavish. 
The  Board  of  the  Queen’s  Theological  College  re-appointed  Dr  G.  A. 
Brown  for  a  one-year  term. 

At  its  meeting  on  17  May  1963,  the  Board  re-elected  Mr  R.  W. 
Southam  for  a  four-year  term,  and  elected  Messrs  R.  G.  Beck  and 
A.  H.  Lemmon  for  four-year  terms,  and  Mr  F.  H.  Sherman  for  a 
three-year  term.  Mr  R.  D.  Harkness,  a  Vice-Chairman,  was 
elected  at  the  February  meeting  of  the  Board  to  be  Chairman  in 
place  of  Mr  Gill.  At  the  May  meeting,  he  was  re-elected  as  Chair¬ 
man  and  Mr  W.  N.  McLeod  was  elected  Vice-Chairman. 

The  University  Council 

Four  new  members  were  elected  to  Council  during  the  year.  Mr 
W.  W.  Ashworth,  B.Sc.  (1929)  of  Brockville,  Ontario;  Mr. 
Edmund  G.  Berry,  M.A.,  (1937)  of  Winnipeg,  Manitoba;  Miss 
Kathleen  Elliott,  B.A.  (1926)  of  Toronto,  Ontario  and  Mr 
J.  G.  Stevenson,  B.Sc.  (1928)  of  North  Bay,  Ontario.  Five 
members  were  re-elected  for  a  further  term:  Dr  J.  A.  Hannah, 
Toronto;  Judge  Walter  Little,  Parry  Sound;  Mr  J.  R.  Matheson, 
Q.C.,  Brockville;  Mr  V.  S.  Ready,  Kingston,  and  Mr  J.  A.  Richard¬ 
son,  Winnipeg. 


Changes  in  Academic  Staff 

The  staff  suffered  from  two  untimely  deaths  during  the  year. 
Dr  G.  N.  Whyte,  Professor  of  Physics,  graduate  of  the  University 
and  for  the  past  five  years  one  of  the  ablest  teachers  and  scholars  on 
the  staff,  was  taken  by  an  incurable  illness  on  13  April  1963.  On 
18  June  1963,  Dr  P.  P.  Vishwakarma,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Pharmacology,  was  killed  in  an  automobile  accident.  He  had 
matured  as  a  most  competent  researcher  and  attractive  teacher. 
Their  loss  is  deeply  regretted. 

Dr  William  Angus,  Professor  and  Director  of  Drama,  retired 
after  twenty-six  years’  service.  Over  this  period,  he  gave  sustained 
and  distinguished  direction  to  the  productions  of  the  Students’  Drama 
Guild.  Successive  generations  of  students  have  been  enriched  by 
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his  enthusiasm  for  theatre  and  his  fine  command  of  the  dramatic 
art  in  theory  and  in  practice  and  have  returned  a  rare  admiration 
and  affection  for  their  teacher. 

Professor  Andre  Bieler  leaves  the  University  after  twenty-seven 
years  as  Resident  Artist  and  Professor  of  Fine  Art.  In  the  practice 
of  his  art  and  in  his  teaching,  he  has  enlarged  the  vision  of  all  he 
reached  and  spread  the  infection  of  his  joy  in  the  visual  arts  both 
to  Queen’s  students  and  to  members  of  the  Kingston  community. 
Dr  J.  E.  Hawley,  Miller  Memorial  Research  Professor  of  Geologi¬ 
cal  Sciences,  retires  from  thirty-four  years  of  service  to  the  Univer¬ 
sity.  A  geologist  with  a  highly  deserved  international  reputation, 
his  research  and  leadership  of  the  department  for  many  years  were 
large  factors  in  putting  geology  at  Queen’s  in  the  front  rank  of  North 
American  universities. 

New  appointments  to  the  teaching  staff  during  the  year  number 
about  fifty-two.  Thirty-three  of  these  represent  additions  to  aca¬ 
demic  staff  while  the  rest  are  replacements  for  staff  members  retiring 
or  resigning.  With  late  appointments,  the  total  full-time  academic 
staff  for  the  next  academic  year  1963-4  will  number  307.  Several 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  staff  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 
as  part  of  the  programme  of  development  under  way  there.  But 
again,  as  in  1961-2,  most  of  the  new  appointments  have  been  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  to  meet  the  teaching  needs  arising  from 
the  sharp  increases  in  registration  in  the  faculty  over  the  past  three 
years.  These  increased  numbers  are  now  pushing  into  the  upper 
years  in  Arts  and  Science  where  they  make  the  sharpest  imperative 
for  additional  instructors.  The  new  appointments  that  take  effect 
in  September  1963,  are  thus  nearly  all  required  for  the  existing  level 
of  registration  in  the  faculty.  Further  prospectively  certain  increases 
in  registration  will  call  for  still  more  new  appointments. 

Resignations  and  appointments  are  set  out  in  detail  elsewhere  in 
this  report.  Several  of  these,  however,  should  be  specially  noted. 

The  Dean  of  Applied  Science,  H.  G.  Conn,  has  been  appointed 
Vice-Principal  ( Administration ) . 

Professor  H.  S.  Pollock,  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Dean  of 
Engineering.  Dr  J.  M.  R.  Beveridge,  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Biochemistry  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Graduate  Studies  for  the 
past  two  years,  has  been  appointed  Dean  of  the  newly  organized 
School  of  Graduate  Studies. 

Professor  L.  G.  Macpherson,  Professor  of  Commerce  and 
Director  of  the  School  of  Business  for  the  past  five  years,  has  been 
made  Dean  of  the  School  of  Business  following  its  separation  from 
the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science. 

Dr  J.  H.  Orr  has  resigned  as  Professor  and  Head  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Bacteriology  and  has  been  appointed  Director  of  Residence 
Planning  to  expedite  the  provision  of  additional  residential  facilities. 
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Dr  J.  R.  McCorriston,  Associate  Professor  of  Surgery  at  McGill 
University,  has  been  appointed  as  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Surgery,  replacing  Dr  D.  L.  C.  Bingham  who  has  resigned  from 
that  office. 

Dr  B.  N.  Smallman,  Director  of  Research,  National  Programme 
on  Entomology  and  Plant  Pathology,  Canada  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  has  been  appointed  Head  of  the  Department  of  Biology, 
replacing  Dr  Gleb  Krotkov  who  has  resigned  from  the  headship 
of  that  department. 

Convocations  and  Special  Functions 

The  annual  reunion  week-end  was  held  26-8  October  and  special 
honour  was  given  to  the  graduates  of  1912. 

A  special  Convocation  was  held  10  December  to  confer  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  on  Miss  Marian  Anderson, 
world  famous  contralto,  in  recognition  of  her  participation  in  Human 
Rights  Day. 

As  in  1962,  there  were  three  Spring  Convocations.  On  the  after¬ 
noon  of  16  May,  234  degrees  by  examination  were  conferred. 
Honours  graduates  in  Arts  and  Science,  Theology,  and  in  Commerce 
were  laureated. 

Honorary  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  were  conferred  on  the 
Reverend  George  J.  Minielly  of  Wilmot  United  Church,  Frederic¬ 
ton,  and  on  the  Reverend  Douglas  H.  Woodhouse  of  the  United 
Church  of  Canada,  Port  Hope.  Principal  Moffatt  St  A.  Woodside 
of  University  College  and  newly  appointed  Vice-Principal  academic 
of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  Mr  R.  B.  Bryce,  Clerk  of  the 
Privy  Council  and  Secretary  to  the  Cabinet  (as  he  was  then) 
received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  Dr  Woodside 
spoke  for  the  honorary  graduates. 

On  the  morning  of  18  May,  199  degrees  in  Engineering  by 
examination  were  conferred.  Honorary  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Laws 
were  conferred  on  Mr  Clifford  S.  Gibson,  leader  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  safety  concept  in  Ontario  mines,  Kingston,  and  Mr 
Thayer  Lindsley  of  New  York,  mining  engineer  and  philanthropist 
who  is  closely  associated  with  mining  development  in  Canada.  Mr 
Gibson  addressed  Convocation. 

On  the  afternoon  of  18  May,  351  degrees  in  General  Arts  were 
awarded.  The  honorary  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Laws  were  conferred 
on  Dr  A.  S.  P.  Woodhouse,  Professor  of  English  and  Head  of  the 
Department,  University  College  and  School  of  Graduate  Studies, 
University  of  Toronto,  and  Mr  E.  Leslie  Earl,  teacher  at  the 
Kingston  Collegiate  and  Vocational  Institute.  Dr  Woodhouse  gave 
the  Convocation  address. 
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The  Convocation  for  conferring  degrees  in  Medicine,  Law,  and 
Nursing  Science  was  held  25  May,  the  Chancellor  conferring  sixty 
degrees  in  Medicine,  twenty-one  in  Law  and  thirty  in  Nursing  Science. 
Diplomas  were  presented  to  nine  students  in  Nursing.  Honorary 
degrees  of  Doctor  of  Laws  were  conferred  on  Dr  Murray  L.  Barr, 
Professor  of  Microscopic  Anatomy  at  the  University  of  Western 
Ontario,  the  Honourable  E.  Davie  Fulton,  Q.C.,  Dr  J.  A.  Mac- 
Farlane,  Chairman,  Medical  Sciences  Advisory  Council,  University 
of  Toronto,  and  formerly  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  and  Mr  Joseph  Sedgwick,  Q.C.,  Treasurer 
of  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada,  Osgoode  Hall,  Toronto.  Dr 
MacFarlane  spoke  for  the  honorary  graduates. 

The  Dunning  Trust  Lectures  were  given  at  the  end  of  January 
by  Dr  J.  C.  Bennett,  Dean  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New 
York,  on  the  general  subject,  Christianity  and  Politics.  He  gave 
three  formal  lectures:  Christian  Morality  and  Political  Decisions, 
Christian  Faith  and  the  Conflict  of  Ideologies  and  The  Christian 
Conscience  and  the  Nuclear  Dilemma. 

For  a  great  part  of  his  life,  Dean  Bennett  has  thought  urgently 
about  the  relationship  of  Christianity  to  political  issues  and  social 
problems.  In  his  lectures,  he  joined  the  passionate  concern  of  the 
genuinely  religious  person  to  an  unyielding  political  realism.  Thus 
he  could  give  his  audiences  no  promise  of  easy  solutions  but  he 
drew  their  admiration  for  the  balance  and  candour  with  which  he 
discussed,  particularly  in  his  last  lecture,  the  stark  issue  of  the 
nuclear  dilemma. 

On  Saturday  evening,  2  March  1963,  W.  H.  Auden,  the  well- 
known  poet  and  critic,  spoke  under  the  auspices  of  the  Dunning 
Trust.  An  overflowing,  eager  and  largely  student  audience  in  Grant 
Hall  heard  his  lecture  on  The  Hero  in  Modern  Poetry’,  and  pursued 
him  afterwards  with  lively  questions  and  discussion. 

At  different  periods  in  Queen’s  history,  16  October,  the  Univer¬ 
sity’s  birthday,  has  been  marked  by  special  ceremonies.  University 
Day,  as  it  has  been  known,  has  not  been  specially  celebrated  since 
the  late  twenties.  In  1962,  the  Alma  Mater  Society  revived  the 
tradition  of  University  Day.  It  was  marked  on  12  October  by  a 
special  lecture  by  Emeritus  Professor  of  History,  Dr  A.  R.  M.  Lower. 
The  lecture  was  delivered  in  Grant  Hall  and  entitled  ‘Queen’s, 
Yesterday  and  Today’.  The  edition  of  the  Queen's  Journal  on  12 
October  devoted  special  attention  to  University  Day  and  carried 
special  articles  on  the  history  of  the  University  since  its  founding. 

Students:  Quality  and  Numbers 

As  forecast  in  my  1961-2  report,  concern  about  expansion 
overhung  all  our  activities  in  the  1962-3  session.  The  policies 
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pursued  and  the  lines  of  action  projected  during  the  session  were 
in  most  instances  strongly  influenced  by  the  strenuous  future  we  will 
have  to  face  not  later  than  the  1964-5  session.  This  is  the  biggest 
factor  bearing  on  the  future  welfare  of  Queen’s  and  so  justifies 
what  would  otherwise  be  a  disproportionate  emphasis  in  this  report. 
Every  effort  was  made  during  the  year  not  to  distract  unduly  the 
attention  of  the  teaching  staff  from  our  essential  business  of  offering 
education  to  the  students  who  had  committed  themselves  to  us. 
Despite  the  fact  that  we  had  to  cope  in  the  upper  years  of  our 
courses  with  the  bulge  in  the  registration  that  came  in  the  autumns 
of  1959,  1960  and  1961,  the  results  of  final  examinations  (the  only 
objective  test  available)  indicate  that  quality  is  being  maintained. 
In  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  where  most  of  these  additional 
registrations  are,  90  per  cent  of  those  students  who  took  Honours 
degrees  at  Convocation  last  May,  took  first  or  second-class  standing. 
More  than  that,  Queen’s  maintained  its  excellent  record  of  perform¬ 
ance  by  her  graduates  in  competition  with  other  universities  for 
scholarship  awards. 

Queen’s  University  students  continue  to  bring  distinction  to  their 
Alma  Mater  with  their  academic  achievements.  This  year  they  have 
done  particularly  well.  The  Honour  Roll  includes  a  Rhodes 
Scholarship,  one  of  the  two  awarded  in  the  Province  of  Ontario;  two 
Imperial  Oil  Graduate  Fellowships  out  of  five  given  in  Canada; 
one  International  Nickel  Company  Graduate  Research  Fellowship 
out  of  three  offered  to  Canadian  students  and  an  International  Fel¬ 
lowship  given  by  the  International  Federation  of  University  Women, 
the  only  award  of  its  kind  to  come  to  Canada  in  several  years. 

From  a  student  body  making  up  less  than  10  per  cent  of  all 
students  in  the  Ontario  universities,  Queen’s  candidates  won  21.9 
per  cent  of  the  Woodrow  Wilson  awards  given  in  the  Ontario  univer¬ 
sities.  They  also  won  28.7  per  cent  of  the  National  Research 
Council  awards  made  to  graduates  of  these  same  universities.  In 
the  Commonwealth  Fellowships  competition,  Queen’s  graduates  took 
more  awards  than  any  other  Canadian  university.  In  the  William 
Lowell  Putnam  Mathematical  Competition,  a  team  of  Queen’s  under¬ 
graduates  came  fourth  in  a  North  American  competition,  preceded 
only  by  the  California  Institute  of  Technology,  Dartmouth  College 
and  Harvard  University. 

The  teaching  staff  and  the  programme  of  studies  that  produce 
this  quality  at  the  peak  also  produces  great  numbers  of  other  grad¬ 
uates,  less  brilliant  perhaps,  but  nevertheless  able  persons  of  high 
competence  with  their  knowledge  broadened,  their  minds  sharpened 
and  imaginations  stimulated. 

In  1962-3,  the  numbers  of  students  did  not  rise  as  was  expected. 
The  total  registration  rose  about  1  per  cent  over  that  of  1961-2 
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instead  of  the  6  or  7  per  cent  that  seemed  highly  likely  in  view  of 
the  experience  of  the  three  previous  years.  In  the  1961  Report,  it 
was  pointed  out  that  registration  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 
alone  had  risen  45  per  cent  in  the  three  years  1959,  1960  and  1961. 
If  not  checked,  this  seemed  likely  to  continue  and  even  to  accelerate 
in  1962-3  and  we  would  be  faced  with  numbers  considerably  greater 
than  our  resources  had  enabled  us  to  prepare  for. 

Accordingly,  a  measure  of  control  for  putting  some  limits  on 
first-year  registrations  in  the  1962-3  session  was  made  ready.  It 
was  decided  that  the  minimum  standard  for  admission  to  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science  would  remain  as  it  had  been  at  a  60  per  cent 
average  on  Grade  XIII,  but  that  automatic  admission  would  be 
guaranteed  only  to  those  students  who  had  an  average  of  65  or 
over  on  Grade  XIII.  For  applicants  showing  between  60  and  65 
per  cent,  an  Admissions  Committee  of  the  Faculty  would  look 
carefully  at  all  relevant  school  examination  as  well  as  Grade  XIII 
results  and  at  recommendations  of  principals  and  teachers,  and 
select  from  that  group  as  many  as  we  could  find  places  for  who 
seemed  likely  to  make  a  success  of  university  work. 

This  measure  was  applied  to  the  applicants  for  admission  in  the 
late  summer  and  early  fall  of  1962.  The  total  group  of  applicants 
with  these  averages  numbered  160.  Of  these,  we  sent  acceptances 
to  eighty-eight,  and  refused  admission  to  seventy-two.  In  the 
sequel,  however,  many  students  who  had  applied  and  to  whom  we 
had  sent  acceptances  did  not  show  up,  and  registration  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  did  not  rise  at  all.  If  we  had  admitted 
the  72  persons  we  rejected,  this  would  have  provided  only  a  2  per 
cent  rise  in  the  total  registration.  So  our  limiting  action  was  only  one 
cause  of  the  unexpected  result.  Another  factor,  but  perhaps  not 
the  only  one,  is  the  fact  that  the  new  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  province  drew  off  a  significant  number  of  those  who  might 
otherwise  have  come  to  Queen’s  University. 

Although  we  were  prepared  to  take  a  six  per  cent  increase,  this 
did  not  materialize  and  we  got  as  a  result  a  breathing  spell  in  which 
to  deal  with  the  sharp  increases  in  numbers  who  were  already  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science.  The  breathing  spell  also  enabled  us  to 
get  ready  for  the  1963-4  registration,  which  at  the  time  of  writing  is 
known  to  be  a  10  per  cent  increase  over  1962-3.  This  10  per  cent 
increase  for  1963-4  is  just  about  the  manageable  figure  we  had  hoped 
for.  We  were  able  to  take  all  applicants  with  the  required  minimum 
of  60  per  cent  average  without  overrunning  our  present  capacity. 

Plans  for  Expansion 

During  the  session,  discussions  between  the  Presidents  of  the 
Ontario  universities  and  the  Advisory  Committee  on  University 
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Affairs  of  the  Government  of  Ontario  continued,  searching  for 
ways  and  means  of  meeting  the  great  rush  of  numbers  that  would 
come  in  the  autumn  of  1964  at  the  latest.  Before  the  end  of  the 
term,  the  sharing  of  responsibility  for  these  numbers  among  the 
several  Ontario  universities  had  been  agreed  upon  tentatively. 
Queen’s  share  was  set  at  5,000  undergraduates,  and  600  graduate 
students  by  1970,  and  targets  for  each  year  had  been  worked  out. 
It  will  be  recalled  that  after  discussion  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  it 
was  agreed  that  Queen’s  would  undertake  this  obligation  provided 
the  resources  needed  for  providing  the  necessary  facilities  were 
forthcoming.  These  facilities,  it  was  understood,  would  have  to 
include  a  substantial  provision  of  residence  accommodation  on  the 
University  campus  because  it  could  not  be  expected  that  lodgings 
in  private  houses  in  the  City  of  Kingston  could  be  found  for  another 
2,000  students  by  1970. 

Absorption  by  1970  of  a  registration  of  5,600  represents  a  66 
per  cent  increase  over  1962-3.  This  figure  was  struck  after  thorough 
discussion  with  the  Presidents  of  the  other  Ontario  universities  and 
with  the  Advisory  Committee  on  University  Affairs  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Ontario.  It  represents  a  balancing  of  two  factors  of  prime 
importance,  first,  the  public  need  and  the  strong  desire  of  the 
Government  of  Ontario  to  find  nearly  three  times  as  many  univer¬ 
sity  places  for  students  in  Ontario  by  1970;  second,  the  need 
to  cause  as  little  inconvenience  and  disturbance  as  possible  to  the 
City  of  Kingston  and  its  citizens. 

In  these  discussions,  consideration  was  given  to  Queen’s  taking 
its  proportionate  share  of  the  expected  increase.  This  would  have 
meant  growing  to  7,000-8,000  by  1970.  For  such  members,  almost 
every  part  of  the  physical  plant  of  the  University  would  have  been  too 
small.  Such  a  target  would  have  called  for  a  round  of  very  large 
expansion  to  be  carried  through  very  quickly.  Many  of  our  buildings 
could  not  have  been  expanded  on  their  present  sites.  It  would  have 
been  necessary  to  raze  a  considerable  part  of  the  campus  and  to  build 
anew  on  a  larger  scale,  as  well  as  undertaking  a  substantial  number  of 
additional  buildings.  For  example,  we  would  have  had  to  provide 
additional  new  residential  accommodation  on  the  campus  for  more 
than  4,000  students.  All  this  would  have  required  about  fifty  addi¬ 
tional  acres  of  contiguous  residential  land.  The  scale  of  costs  and 
other  consequences  of  a  programme  of  this  sort  had  to  be  taken  into 
account.  After  an  examination  of  all  these  factors,  Queen’s  was 
asked  for  a  calculation  of  the  maximum  numbers  that  could  be 
absorbed  with  a  minimum  of  disturbance. 

To  use  fully  as  a  whole  the  present  plant  (including  additions  to 
existing  buildings  and  also  new  buildings  where  feasible  on  the 
present  campus),  some  additional  expansion  beyond  the  present 
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boundaries  of  the  campus  would  be  necessary  to  round  out  the 
facilities.  Looking  at  the  matter  in  this  way,  we  arrived  at  a  66 
per  cent  increase  above  the  1962-3  figures  —  5,600  students  by 
1970. 

Leaving  residences  aside,  the  capital  cost  in  per-student  terms 
is  less  at  this  figure  than  it  would  have  been  for  any  smaller  increase 
in  registration.  Also,  it  is  calculated  to  be  lower  than  for  any  larger 
increase  short  of  7,500-8,000  students.  That  is  to  say,  Queen’s 
would  have  to  take  a  very  large  addition  to  its  student  body  before 
it  would  be  economical  to  undertake  the  all-round  expansion  of 
facilities  that  would  be  needed  to  go  significantly  beyond  a  registra¬ 
tion  of  5,600.  This  is  what  optimum  use  of  present  facilities  means, 
and  it  is  a  minimum  disturbance  of  the  community  in  relation  to  the 
numbers  of  places  provided  for  students. 

At  the  end  of  the  discussions,  the  Advisory  Committee,  speaking 
for  the  Government,  was  satisfied  that  this  was  the  correct  figure 
for  Queen’s  University.  The  Presidents  of  the  Ontario  universities 
agreed  that,  in  all  the  circumstances,  this  was  the  fair  share  for 
Queen’s  to  carry. 

Properly  distributed  over  the  several  faculties,  and  adequately  sup¬ 
ported  with  resources  to  maintain  the  proper  staff-student  ratio, 
Queen’s  can  absorb  these  numbers  over  the  next  seven  years  without 
altering  her  essential  character.  As  a  small  University  in  a  small 
city,  her  life  and  being  have  been  centred  in  a  small,  compact  campus 
with  both  staff  and  students  living  almost  within  a  stone’s  throw  of 
her  buildings.  Freed  of  the  distractions  of  a  larger  city,  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  both  students  and  staff  has  been  focused  on  the  campus. 
Unlike  great  urban  universities,  her  activities  and  her  day  have  not 
ended  at  five  p.m.  with  the  dispersing  of  students  and  staff  to  widely 
scattered  homes.  Instead,  the  life  of  Queen’s  has  gone  on  morning, 
afternoon  and  night  in  close  and  intimate  relationships.  These  cir¬ 
cumstances,  it  may  be  said,  account  in  considerable  degree  for  the 
high  esprit  de  corps  for  which  Queen’s  students  and  Queen’s  grad¬ 
uates  are  known  throughout  Canada. 

In  the  proposed  increase  in  numbers,  and  on  the  assumption  that 
the  additional  students  can  be  housed  reasonably  close  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  we  will  not  be  altering  in  a  decisive  way  any  of  the  essential 
elements.  The  conditions  for  continuing  work  of  high  quality  in 
high  spirit  should  not  be  adversely  affected. 

It  will  be  easy  enough  to  point  to  things  that  will  be  different 
and  less  desirable  as  we  grow.  (The  grown-up  loses  some  of  the 
attractive  simplicity  of  his  earlier  years).  Yet  our  prime  concern 
is  with  quality  in  relation  to  the  needs  of  the  emerging  future.  With 
the  striking  rate  of  increase  of  knowledge,  new  fields  of  knowledge 
that  cannot  be  ignored  open  up.  As  we  learn  more,  subjects  that 
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were  thought  to  be  unrelated  are  shown  to  have  a  very  direct  bearing 
on  one  another.  If  a  university’s  teaching  is  to  be  suited  to  the 
needs  of  a  complex  world,  it  must  itself  have  a  comprehensive  view. 
The  range  of  offerings  to  students  must  widen,  and  teaching  staffs 
must  be  enlarged.  So  there  are  many  offsetting  gains  in  the  increase 
in  size  and  in  diversity  of  knowledge  and  interest  of  the  teaching 
staff.  The  very  quality  we  want  to  maintain  in  these  changing  con¬ 
ditions  calls  at  least  for  moderate  growth. 

Queen’s  has  always  drawn  a  small  but  significant  portion  of  its 
student  body  from  other  parts  of  Canada  beyond  Ontario.  It  is 
hoped  that  we  can  continue  to  draw  in  this  way,  for  Canadians  from 
all  areas  can  still  enrich  their  education  by  rubbing  shoulders  with 
one  another.  Nothing  that  the  Government  of  Ontario  is  doing  to 
broaden  opportunities  of  university  education  for  Ontario  students 
questions  in  any  way  the  reciprocal  advantages  of  students  moving 
freely  from  one  province  to  another. 

Finance 

Although  commitment  along  the  lines  for  expansion  up  to  1970 
as  discussed  above,  was  not  made  until  late  in  the  1962-3  session, 
it  was  under  discussion  throughout  the  academic  year,  and  forward 
planning  was  put  tentatively  on  this  basis.  Requests  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Ontario  for  maintenance  and  capital  grants  for  1963-4 
assumed  the  targets  of  annual  increases  in  registration  agreed  to  be 
necessary  if  Queen’s  was  to  have  places  for  5,600  students  by  1970. 
These  requests  were  discussed  with  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Uni¬ 
versity  Affairs  of  the  Government  of  Ontario.  In  the  outcome,  the 
capital  grant  approved  by  the  Legislature  for  1963-4  was  sufficient 
to  keep  the  building  programme  moving.  The  authorizations  needed 
to  prevent  any  faltering  were  made  by  the  Trustees,  leaving  for  the 
future  the  finding  of  funds  to  cover  part  of  the  capital  commitments 
made. 

The  maintenance  grant  approved  by  the  Legislature  for  1963-4 
fell  significantly  short  of  what  the  University  judged  necessary  if  the 
preparations  for  strengthening  the  academic  staff  and  facilities  were 
to  be  pressed  at  the  necessary  speed.  After  stretching  to  the  limit 
every  expedient  that  ingenuity  uncovered  and  prudence  would  to¬ 
lerate,  the  scale  of  preparations  had  to  be  reduced.  Some  needed 
appointmnts  to  staff  were  not  made,  desirable  increases  in  library 
appropriations  had  to  be  reduced,  important  salary  adjustments  were 
postponed,  and  so  on. 

Within  the  limits  of  our  resources,  we  made  such  preparations  as 
we  could.  In  the  critical  area  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 
where  the  earlier  sharp  increases  in  enrollment  of  the  years  1959-61 
are  now  reaching  the  upper  years  and  making  their  heaviest  demand 
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for  additional  instructors,  we  made  sixteen  new  additional  appoint¬ 
ments  for  1963-4.  These  appointments  are  not  made  against  a 
future  need  but  to  honour  obligations  already  assumed  for  students 
presently  registered.  In  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  where  staff  ap¬ 
pointments,  needed  in  1961-62,  had  awaited  the  appointment  of  and 
recommendations  by  the  new  Dean  of  Medicine,  some  seven  new 
additional  appointments  for  1963-4  were  made  in  the  session  1962-3. 

Buildings 

During  the  year,  the  Engineering  Society,  in  agreement  with  the 
University,  undertook  the  expansion  of  Clark  Hall,  and  provision 
on  these  new  premises  of  a  book  store  adequate  to  the  needs  of  a 
greatly  enlarged  student  body.  Also,  plans  for  an  addition  to 
Fleming  Hall  were  approved,  to  meet  the  emerging  needs  of  the 
Department  of  Electrical  Engineering,  and  also  to  provide  facilities 
for  the  postgraduate  instruction  the  department  is  to  provide  for 
engineers  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company. 

We  also  undertook  renovations  of  Gordon  Hall  for  the  Department 
of  Chemistry,  planning  to  carry  it  through  between  the  closing  of 
lectures  early  in  April  and  resumption  of  them  in  September.  A 
building  strike  frustrated  this  plan  and  also  the  firm  expectation  that 
the  new  Physics  Building  would  be  ready  for  use  at  the  opening 
of  classes  in  the  fall  of  1963.  Both  buildings  are  to  be  available  for 
use  before  Christmas. 

In  1962-3,  a  Biology  Building  facing  Barrie  Street  was  authorized 
at  a  price  of  three  millions.  It  is  a  measure  of  the  delay  imposed 
on  us  by  inadequacy  of  resources  in  the  past  that  a  very  active 
Department  of  Biology  should  always  have  been  housed  up  till  now 
in  makeshift  quarters.  For  the  same  reasons,  expansion  of  the 
Douglas  Library  has  been  delayed  too  long,  and  the  final  approval 
of  a  new  wing  for  the  Library  given  in  February  last,  and  on  which 
construction  is  now  starting,  comes  too  late  to  head  off  some 
severe  temporary  congestion  in  the  1963-4  session  and  in  part  of 
the  1964-5  session. 


Administrative  Changes 

Other  preparations  were  mainly  administrative.  For  several  years, 
arrangements  have  been  worked  on  for  greater  decentralization  to 
the  level  of  the  several  faculties  under  the  leadership  of  the  Deans. 

In  the  1962-3  session,  separate  budgets  for  the  several  faculties 
for  1963-4  were  struck,  enabling  the  Deans,  in  consultation  with 
heads  of  departments  and  within  the  limits  of  the  budget,  to  make 
decisions  on  a  much  greater  range  of  matters.  This  should  make 
possible  more  effective  integration  of  planning  at  the  faculty  level 
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and  remove  a  considerable  amount  of  detail  from  the  Principal’s 
office. 

As  reported  elsewhere  in  these  pages,  Dean  H.  G.  Conn,  of  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science  was  appointed  Vice-Principal  (Adminis¬ 
tration).  Besides  making  greater  use  of  Dean  Conn’s  talent  for 
administration,  the  purpose  was.  to  relieve  Vice-Principal  Deutsch 
of  the  burden  of  detailed  administration  and  to  give  him  time  for 
teaching  and  for  working  on  the  larger  issues  of  University  policy. 

As  forecast  in  last  year’s  report,  graduate  studies  were  reorganized 
and  a  School  of  Graduate  Studies  replaced  the  Board  of  Graduate 
Studies.  Members  of  staff  engaged  in  teaching  and  supervision  of 
graduate  students  were  brought  into  closer  and  more  effective  con¬ 
sultation  on  this  aspect  of  their  duties  and  more  effective  provision 
was  made  for  clerical  assistance  with  rapidly  rising  volume  of  grad¬ 
uate  work,  which  is  falling  to  the  lot  of  Dr  J.  M.  R.  Beveridge, 
appointed  as  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies. 

From  its  inception  more  than  forty  years  ago,  until  1963,  the 
School  of  Business  (called  the  School  of  Commerce  until  1960) 
was  a  branch  of  the  Department  of  Political  and  Economic  Science 
under  a  Director.  As  the  school  grew  and  its  activities  diversified, 
and  particularly  when  it  began  to  offer  graduate  work  in  Business 
Administration,  its  position  within  a  department  of  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  became  steadily  more  anomolous.  When  the  administrative 
devolution  to  Deans  of  faculties  referred  to  above  took  effect,  Deans 
were  given  much  fuller  responsibilities  for  their  faculties.  It  was  soon 
found  that  the  Dean  of  Arts  and  Science  was  in  command  of  matters 
relating  to  the  School  of  Business  that  implicated  policy  quite  outside 
the  proper  concern  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts.  Accordingly,  the  School 
of  Business  was  detached  from  the  Department  of  Political  and 
Economic  Science,  removed  from  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  made  a 
separate  school  with  its  own  Faculty  Board  and  headed  by  a  Dean. 
This  office  is  filled  by  Professor  L.  G.  Macpherson,  formerly 
Director  of  the  School  of  Business. 

The  certainty  of  sharply  rising  numbers  of  students  over  the  next 
seven  years  raises  serious  questions  of  lodging  accommodation  in 
Kingston.  There  is  evidence  that  the  supply  of  satisfactory  lodgings 
in  private  houses  in  the  city  does  not  rise  with  the  demand.  Very 
substantial  additions  to  both  men’s  and  women’s  residences  will 
have  to  be  taken  very  quickly.  Planning  of  developments  is  a  matter 
of  the  very  highest  priority.  To  meet  this  situation,  Dr  John  Orr 
has  resigned  his  appointment  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  taken  up 
the  duties  of  Director  of  Residence  Planning,  an  office  for  which  his 
experience  as  Chairman  of  the  Men’s  Residence  Board,  Chairman  of 
the  Students’  Union  Council,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Ban  Righ 
Board  fits  him  extremely  well. 
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Faculty  of  Medicine 

In  the  1961-2  report,  it  was  announced  that  Dr  E.  H.  Botterell 
had  been  appointed  as  Dean  of  Medicine.  1962-3  was  his  first  year 
in  this  post.  Shortly  after  his  coming,  it  was  determined  for  several 
reasons  to  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 
in  the  light  of  changing  circumstances.  Continuous  and  rapid  in¬ 
crease  in  scientific  knowledge  relating  to  health  has  been  making, 
and  will  continue  to  make,  the  teaching  of  medicine  a  much  more 
complex  and  costly  job.  For  several  years,  hospital  insurance  has 
been  making  it  more  and  more  difficult  in  Kingston  to  get  enough 
hospital  patients  for  teaching  in  a  medical  faculty  of  our  size.  The 
prospective  coming  of  Medicare  in  Ontario  will  intensify  this  and 
many  other  problems  of  medical  teaching.  The  conjuncture  of  these 
circumstances  made  it  clear  that  the  time  for  a  major  reorganization 
of  the  faculty  in  relation  to  the  future  had  come. 

A  Faculty  Planning  Committee  was  appointed  to  gather  experience 
from  other  faculties  of  x  medicine  of  similar  size  and  situation  in 
Canada  and  the  United  States  and  to  make  recommendations  about 
the  ways  in  which  Queen’s  Faculty  of  Medicine  should  try  to  meet 
the  emerging  problems.  The  committee  has  visited  a  number  of  other 
faculties  of  medicine,  worked  steadily  throughout  the  year,  and  is 
close  to  being  able  to  submit  its  report. 

Discussions  with  the  Kingston  General  Hospital  led  to  an  agree¬ 
ment,  under  certain  terms  and  conditions,  to  establish  as  separate 
physical  entities  in  that  Hospital  clinical  teaching  units  in  which  the 
practice  and  the  teaching  of  the  clinical  members  of  the  faculty 
would  be  carried  on.  This  agreement  was  made  with  the  support 
not  only  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Kingston  General  Hospital, 
but  also  of  the  attending,  associates  and  courtesy  staffs  of  the 
Hospital.  Discussions  looking  to  a  similar  agreement  with  the  Hotel 
Dieu  Hospital  were  carried  on  and  it  is  to  be  expected  that  at  the 
appropriate  time  a  similar  agreement  will  be  reached  with  the  Hotel 
Dieu.  The  object  of  such  an  agreement,  of  course,  is  twofold  —  to 
firm  up  arrangements  for  exemplary  patient  care  and  to  provide  the 
best  circumstances  for  teaching  and  for  medical  students  and  resident 
staff  to  learn. 

It  was  understood  that  the  actual  introduction  of  clinical  teaching 
units  at  either  or  both  hospitals  would  be  conditional  on  the  nego¬ 
tiating  of  ceilings  on  the  incomes  of  the  geographically  full-time 
staff  of  the  clinical  departments  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  Discus¬ 
sions  looking  to  such  agreements  have  been  underway  during  the 
year. 

Within  the  faculty  itself,  it  has  been  possible  to  arrange  for 
some  new  appointments  and  other  improvements  needed  for  working 
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the  plans  that  have  been  taking  shape.  In  all  these  lively  and  active 
developments,  excellent  leadership  has  been  given  by  the  Dean 
and  whole-hearted  cooperation  and  intensive  study  by  members 
of  the  faculty.  Whatever  the  long-run  benefits  of  this  effort  may  be 
within  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  one  reward  is  already  clearly  ob¬ 
vious.  The  Queen’s  Faculty  of  Medicine  is  recognized  in  the 
Province  as  having  a  very  deep  awareness  and  extensive  knowledge 
of  the  problems  of  medical  education  as  they  relate  to  the  developing 
programmes  and  problems  of  health  services  in  the  country. 


Whatever  has  been  achieved  in  the  year  has  been  reached  by 
Trustees,  staff,  and  students  working  in  their  separate  spheres  and 
testifying  together  to  their  belief  in  the  University.  A  longer  account 
of  our  affairs  would  single  out  many  persons  for  their  special  contri¬ 
butions.  Without  attempting  that  at  all,  I  should  like  to  thank  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  officers  of  the  University,  my  colleagues  and  the 
elected  officers  of  the  student  body  for  their  reassuring  help  and  un¬ 
failing  consideration.

W.  Earle  McLaughlin,  president  and  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Royal 
Bank  of  Canada,  has  been  appointed  general  chairman  of  the  Queen’s  University 
capital  appeal  which  is  now  underway  with  a  goal  of  $5,000,000. 

A  native  of  Oshawa,  Ontario,  Mr.  McLaughlin  graduated  from  Queen’s 
in  1936  with  an  honours  B.A.  degree  and  the  Medal  in  Economics.  In  the  same 
year  he  entered  the  service  of  the  Royal  Bank  of  Canada.  His  progress  was 
rapid  and  less  than  twenty-five  years  later  he  was  president  and  chief 
executive.  The  largest  of  Canada’s  nine  chartered  banks  and  sixth  biggest 
in  the  world,  the  Royal  has  $4,296  million  in  assets  and  some  1,000  branches, 
stretching  across  Canada,  in  the  West  Indies,  South  and  Central  America,  and 
in  London,  Paris,  and  New  York. 

Keenly  interested  in  community  affairs,  Mr.  McLaughlin  is  a  member  of 
the  governing  boards  of  several  Montreal  hospitals,  an  officer  of  several  charitable 
organizations,  vice-president  of  the  Montreal  Trust  Company,  and  a  director 
of  (many  Canadian  companies.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Queen’s.

Planned  Or  Already 
Underway 
And  Is  Scheduled 
For  Completion 
By  1970 

A  $25,500,000  building  programme 
for  Queen’s,  covering  projects  planned 
or  already  underway,  has  been  an¬ 
nounced  by  Principal  J.  A.  Coirry.  It  is 
scheduled  for  completion  by  1970  to 
coincide  with  an  expected  two-thirds 
increase  in  enrolment  from  the  present 
3,700  to  5,600  undergraduate  and  grad¬ 
uate  members. 

The  programme  has  three  salient 
features:  marked  expansion  in  enrol¬ 
ments  in  all  undergraduate  faculties;  a 
high  increase  in  honours  course  work; 
and  a  substantially  greater  expansion 
in  postgraduate  studies.  The  number  of 
postgraduate  students  is  expected  to 
increase  from  the  1963  total  of  361  to 
625,  and  enrolment  in  all  undergraduate 
faculties  from  the  present  3,335  to 
5,000.  These  are  increases  of  66  2/3 
and  100  per  cent,  respectively. 

The  programme  covers  new  build¬ 
ings  being  planned  for  academic  pur¬ 
poses  and  residences,  buildings  already 
under  construction  and  the  renovation 
of  some  existing  buildings  for  other 
purposes  as  new  buildings  become 
available. 


New  buildings  include:  a  health 
sciences  centre  ($6,600,000)  that  will 
include  laboratory  and  teaching  facili¬ 
ties  as  well  as  a  new  medical  library 
and  office  space;  a  chemical  engineer¬ 
ing  building  ($1,800,000),  required  to 
accommodate  more  students  enrolling 
in  this  course  and  release  space  that  is 
much  needed  in  the  Chemistry  building 
facilities  now  being  used  for  chemical 
engineering;  addition  to  gymnasium 
and  athletic  facilities  ($900,000). 

Also  included  is  $2,700,000  for  build¬ 
ing  renovation  that  will  enable  the  Uni- 
versitv  to  obtain  the  maximum  use 

j 

from  classrooms  and  other  facilities  for 
the  academic  programme  and  admini¬ 
strative  services. 

Two  projects  of  major  proportions, 
the  new  biology  building  at  $2,936,000 
now  under  construction  on  Barrie 
Street,  and  the  extension  to  the  Douglas 
Library  ($2,073,000),  which  will  double 
the  size  of  the  main  University  library, 
are  also  part  of  the  overall  programme. 

Provision  for  three  residences:  one 
for  men,  one  for  women  (both  the 
fourth  on  Queen’s  campus)  and  a  grad¬ 
uate  residence,  totalling  $5,500,000,  will 
involve  the  borrowing  of  nine-tenths  of 
these  costs  from  Central  Mortgage  and 
Housing  Corporation  on  a  long-term, 
low-cost  loan  provided  for  this  purpose. 
Residences  (much  needed  at  Queen’s 
because  almost  90  per  cent  of  the 
student  body  comes  from  out-of-town 
and  requires  accommodation )  cannot 
be  financed  by  other  means  since  Gov¬ 
ernment  funds  are  restricted  to  use  for 
specific  academic  purposes.  Cost  of  the 
men’s  residence  is  estimated  at  $2,400,- 
000  and  the  women’s  residence  at  $2,- 
200,000,  while  the  accommodation  for 
graduate  students  is  expected  to  cost 
$900,000.  Another  $3,000,000  will  be 
needed  for  land  purchases,  utilities  and 
building  services  and  minor  projects. 

The  new  $25,500,000  building  pro¬ 
gramme  compares  with  the  more  than 
$20,000,000  Queen’s  has  invested  in 
twenty-eight  capital  projects  since  1950. 
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STIRLING  HALL.  The  new  physics 
building  was  completed  in  December,  1963, 
and  will  be  formally  opened  in  the  fall.  It 
was  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  $3,200,000. 

This  includes  construction  and  equip¬ 
ment  of  fifteen  new  buildings  and  ten 
additions  and  alterations  of  older  build¬ 
ings  as  well  as  major  expenditures  on 
the  stadium  and  heating  plant. 

While  this  extensive  construction  and 
overhaul  of  buildings  has  greatly  en¬ 
larged  and  improved  the  University’s 
facilities,  much  more  remains  to  be 
done  if  the  needs  of  the  expanding 
student  body  are  to  be  met.  In  respect 
to  the  total  enrolment  of  5,600  by  1970 
on  which  Queen’s  new  building  pro¬ 
gramme  is  based,  this  plan  has  been 
arrived  at  in  co-operation  with  all  Ont¬ 
ario  universities  and  the  Provincial 
Government’s  Advisory  Committee  on 
University  Affairs.  It  has  been  accepted 
as  the  most  effective  and  economic  plan 
of  expansion  for  Queen’s. 

The  expansion  of  undergraduate  facili¬ 
ties  by  two-thirds  and  the  doubling  of 
graduate  facilities  is  regarded  as  a 
soundly  balanced  and  efficient  plan  for 
Queen’s.  It  is  roughly  parallel  to  that 
of  the  University  of  Toronto,  similarly 
located  in  a  high-cost  built-up  urban 
area  but  is  on  a  smaller  scale  than 
some  of  the  relatively  newer  universities 
which  have  greater  space  in  which  to 
grow. 

In  terms  of  numbers,  the  largest  ex¬ 
pansion  of  undergraduate  students  is 


expected  to  occur  in  the  Faculty  of 
Applied  Science,  and  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  and  Science,  particularly  in  the 
latter. 

In  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science, 
there  will  be  continuing  emphasis  on 
honours  courses  which  produce  quali¬ 
fied  specialist  teachers  so  important  to 
secondary  education  as  well  as  candi¬ 
dates  for  graduate  work,  many  of  whom 
must  be  attracted  to  university  teaching 
to  teach  the  growing  numbers  of 
students  who  will  be  attending  univer¬ 
sities. 

In  Medicine,  enrolment  will  expand 
to  the  limits  of  teaching  hospital  facili¬ 
ties  available  in  the  Kingston  area.  Sub¬ 
stantial  capital  needs  in  Medicine  arise 
from  the  fact  that  buildings  in  use  for 
fifty  years  and  more  have  become 
obsolete,  concurrent  with  the  dramatic 
expansion  of  knowledge  in  all  branches 
of  medical  science  and  consequent  new 
requirements  of  modern  clinical  teach¬ 
ing.  Establishment  of  hospital  insur¬ 
ance  and  the  trend  toward  medical  care 
programmes  also  have  revolutionary 
effects  on  the  facilities  needed  for 
medical  education. 

Dr.  Corry  sees  the  rapid  expansion  of 
graduate  work  that  must  occur  to  pro¬ 
vide  three  times  the  present  number  of 
qualified  university  teachers  within  this 
decade  as  an  appropriate  role  for 
Queen’s. 

“Such  rapid  expansion  of  graduate 
work  must  be  a  primary  responsibility 
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of  mature  institutions  with  solidly 
established  records  of  quality  in  under¬ 
graduate  and  graduate  work.  Queen’s 
has  such  a  record.  Since  the  end  of 
World  War  II,  graduate  studies  have 
expanded  rapidly  in  all  faculties  and 
high  standards  have  been  maintained 
and  a  firm  base  established  on  which  to 
build  further  expansion  of  this  import¬ 
ant  aspect  of  University  work.” 

“The  ever-increasing  social  and  scien¬ 
tific  complexities  of  society  are  acceler¬ 
ating  the  demand  for  postgraduate 
specialists  by  industry,  business  and 
government,  as  well  as  by  the  teaching 
needs  of  the  universities  themselves. 
The  graduate  studies  programme  of 
today  is  thus  a  critical  condition  of  the 
national  growth  of  tomorrow.” 

The  programme  to  which  Queen’s  is 
committed  will  enable  it  to  make  its 
most  effective  contribution  to  the  pro¬ 
vince  and  the  nation  while  retaining  its 
essential  and  historic  assets.  Queen’s 
alumni  everywhere  will  be  able  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  hold  their  heads  high  in  any 
company. 


NEW  BIOLOGY  BUILDING.  This  large 
and  impressive  building  is  being  built  on 
Barrie  St.,  opposite  the  Cricket  Field,  and 
will  give  the  University  campus  a  completely 
new  look  from  die  Eastern  approach.  It  will 
cost  in  die  neighbourhood  of  $3,000,000. 


ALUMNI  FUND  CONTINUES 

The  Alumni  Association  will  continue  to 
make  its  annual  appeal  on  behalf  of  the 
Alumni  Fund  and  the  University,  W.  G. 
Cunningham,  chairman  of  the  National 
Alumni  Fund,  has  announced. 

The  alumni  will  be  in  demand  as  workers 
and  contributors’  for  the  capital  appeal,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  die  important  work  of  the 
Alumni  Fund  will  not  be  allowed  to  suffer. 
Since  the  Alumni  Fund  was  established  in 
1949  the  sum  of  $1,579,714  has  been  given 
to  Queen’s  through  the  Fund,  mostly  in 
modest  amounts.  Last  year,  for  example,  6,159 
donors’  gave  $164,766,  which  represents  the 
income  on  $3,295,320  endowment. 

Over  the  years  the  money  from  the  Alumni 
Fund  has  been  used  towards  construction  of 
men’s  and  women’s  residences,  the  national 
scholarship  programme,  University  theatre, 
special  scholarships,  and  other  projects  for 
which  funds  are  not  readily  available  from 
the  usual  sources.

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•  As  an  integral  and  important  part 
of  the  $25,500,000  expansion  programme 
projected  for  the  University,  a  capital 
appeal  for  $5,000,000  is  being  launched 
this  year. 

Preparations  for  the  campaign  have 
been  underway  for  some  time.  It  has 
begun  with  the  presentation  of  the 
Queen's  case  to  the  major  corporations 
of  Canada.  It  will  be  some  months  yet 
before  open  soliciting  of  individuals  will 
be  undertaken. 

The  appeal  is  exclusively  for  capital 
purposes.  This  is  due  partly  to  the 
urgency  of  capital  needs  and  partly 
because  private  donors  at  this  point  are 
much  more  sympathetic  to  appeals  for 
immediate  capital  needs.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Ontario  is  contributing  largely 
to  the  capital  requirements  of  the 
universities,  but  this  does  not  free  the 
University  from  the  responsibility  for 
doing  all  that  it  can  for  herself. 

W.  Earle  McLaughlin,  president  and 
chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Royal 
Bank  of  Canada,  has  been  appointed 
general  chaiilman  of  the  appeal.  Dr.  W. 
A.  Mackintosh,  vice-chancellor,  is  vice- 
chairman,  and  D.  I.  McLeod,  co-founder 
of  McLeod,  Young  &  Weir,  investment 
dealers,  Toronto,  is  honorary  treasurer. 
Donald  Gordon,  president  and  chairman 
of  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  is 
chairman  of  the  special  gifts  section, 
and  Harvey  Marshall,  Ottawa,  past 
president  of  the  Alumni  Association,  is 
chairman  of  the  national  alumni  com¬ 
mittee.

Queen’s  has  spent  more  than  $20,000,- 
000  on  twenty-eight  capital  projects 
since  1950.  These  include  the  construc¬ 
tion  and  equipping  of  fifteen  new  build¬ 
ings  and  ten  additions  and  alterations 
of  existing  old  buildings  as  well  as  major 
expenditures  on  the  stadium  and  heat¬ 
ing  plant.  The  financial  campaigns  of 
1949  and  1956-57  made  an  essential 
contribution  towards  meeting  these 
capital  costs.  These  projects  have 
greatly  enlarged  and  improved  the  Un¬ 
iversity’s  facilities  but  more  than  as 
much  remains  to  be  done  if  the  needs 
of  a  greatly  enlarged  student  body  are 
to  be  met.

N  association  with  Queen’s  University  that 
covered  a  span  of  fifty-five  years  was  brought 
to  a  close  with  the  death  of  Dr.  Walter 
Thomas  Connell  at  Kingston,  Ontario,  on  April 

9. 

Dr.  Connell  was  a  pioneer  in  the  field  ol 
pathology  and  bacteriology;  he  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Canada;  he  was  prominent 
in  the  national  councils  of  his  profession,  but 
it  was  as  teacher  that  he  became  best  known. 
It  was  largely  his  great  ability,  wide  know¬ 
ledge  and  skill  as  a  teacher  which  attracted 
students  to  the  Medical  Faculty  in  the  early 
days  of  the  century.  In  the  words  of  Dr.  G. 
H.  Ettinger,  emeritus  professor  of  Physiology 
and  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  1949-62, 
“he  became  the  chief  medical  ornament  of 
Queen’s  University,  a  man  who  attracted 
students  from  all  parts  of  Ontario  because  of 
the  quality  of  his  teaching.” 

Dr.  Connell  graduated  from  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  at  Queen’s  in  1894.  He  was  asked 
if  he  would  accept  the  appointment  of  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Bacteriology  and  Pathology  and 
agreed,  on  condition  that  he  spend  a  year  of 
study  in  England,  fitting  himself  for  the  post. 
He  returned  to  Queen’s  in  1895  and  com¬ 
menced  his  teaching  career.  In  1905  he  was 
appointed  Head  of  the  Laboratories  of  the 
Department  of  Health  in  Kingston. 

In  May,  1915  Dr.  Connell  went  overseas 
with  the  No.  5  (Queen’s)  Canadian  Stationary 
Hospital,  which  moved  to  Cairo  in  August  and 
subsequently  became  enlarged  as  No.  7 
(Queen’s)  Canadian  General  Hospital.  He 
was  Chief  of  Medicine  and  Pathology  in 


that  Hospital.  By  Christmas  in  1915  the  Un¬ 
iversity  felt  his  absence  so  greatly  that  he 
was  recalled  to  teach.  It  is  recorded  in  the 
history  of  this  Unit,  “The  members  of  the 
Unit  felt  lonely  when  Lieut.  Col.  W.  T. 
Connell,  who  had  been  a  tower  of  strength 
to  the  staff,  was  called  home  for  duty  at  the 
University.” 

In  1916  the  New  Arts  Building  and  Grant 
Hall  were  closed  to  teaching  and  transformed 
into  the  Queen’s  Military  Hospital.  Lieut.  Col. 
W.  T.  Connell  became  its  O.C.  and  Chief  in 
Medicine,  and  at  the  same  time  discharged 
a  full  load  of  teaching  as  Professor  of  Pathology 
and  Bacteriology.  A  year  after  the  War  was 
over  this  Hospital  was  closed  and  its  patients 
transferred  to  Sydenham  Military  Hospital, 
where  Lieut.  Col.  Connell  continued  in  Com¬ 
mand  until  19(20. 

In  1920  clinical  teaching  was  reorganized 
at  Queen’s  and  Dr.  Connell  was  transferred 
from  the  Chair  of  Pathology  to  be  Professor 
of  Medicine.  His  teaching  continued  to  attract 
and  inspire  students  of  Medicine,  and  Dr. 
Connell  became  known  throughout  the  Pro¬ 
vince  for  his  clinical  judgment.  As  a  result 
the  Kingston  General  Hospital  became  a 
centre  for  reference  in  Internal  Medicine.  Dr. 
Connell’s  influence  as  a  physician  and  his 
advice  in  the  councils  of  the  Hospital  were 
ultimately  recognized  in  the  erection  of  the 
Connell  Wing,  the  latest  of  the  enlargements 
at  the  Kingston  General  Hospital. 

In  1931  the  Province  of  Ontario  set  up  a 
Cancer  Commission  to  investigate  various 
forms  of  treatment  throughout  the  world.  Dr. 
Connell  was  made  a  member  of  this  Com¬ 
mission. 

In  1939  he  reached  the  age  of  retirement; 
War  was  impending  and  the  University  asked 
him  to  retain  his  Professorship  until  the 
appointment  of  a  suitable  successor.  With  the 
outbreak  of  War  he  was  again  asked  to  serve 
the  Army,  and  wore  the  uniform  of  a  Colonel 
as  Consultant  in  Medicine  in  the  Kingston 
Military  District.  He  persuaded  the  University 
to  accept  his  resignation  as  Professor  of  Medi¬ 
cine  in  1941,  and  was  awarded  the  LL.D.  at 
the  next  Convocation.  He  was  succeeded  as 
Professor  of  Medicine  by  his  son,  Dr.  W. 
Ford  Connell. 

His  retirement  as  Professor  did  not  term¬ 
inate  his  teaching,  for  he  continued  to  lecture 
to  students  of  Medicine  until  the  year  1950, 
when  he  completed  fifty  years  of  service  to 
his  Alma  Mater. 

Dr.  Ettinger  told  the  Review  that  he  had 
travelled  a  great  deal  in  Canada  for  the  past 
twenty-five  years.  Wherever  he  has  met 
medical  graduates,  the  eager  question  always 
was,  “How  is  W.T.?”  During  his  years  of 
teaching,  no  teacher  made  a  greater  impres¬ 
sion  on  the  students  of  Medicine,  and  no  one 
was  more  greatly  loved  for  the  heart  which 
he  tried  to  mask  with  a  gruff  manner.

Dr  C  A.  Curtis  has  been  appointed  Dean  of  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies,  in  succession  to  Dr.  J.  M.  R.  Beveridge  who  this  fall  will  accede  to  the 
presidency  of  Acadia  University. 

Dr.  Curtis,  who  until  this  year  has  been  head  of  the  former  Department  of 
Political  and  Economic  Science,  is  widely  known  as  an  economist  and  teacher, 
and  in  the  field  of  municipal  government.  In  recent  years,  as  head  of  his 
Department,  he  has  directed  a  successful  graduate  programme  in  economics. 
He  was  appointed  head  of  the  Department  of  Political  and  Economic  Science  in 
1956  and  as  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald  Professor  has  taught  in  the  fields  of  economic 
theory  and  public  finance.  In  1936-39  and  in  1941-47  Dr.  Curtis  was  an  aider- 
man  on  Kingston  City  Council  and  Mayor  1948-52.  He  was  also  first  chairman 
of  the  Kingston  Municipal  Planning  Commission. 

Since  1933  he  has  served  on  a  variety  of  government  commissions  and 
boards:  Royal  Commission  on  Currency  and  Banking  (1933);  Royal  Commis¬ 
sion  on  Price  Spreads  ( 1934-35 ) ;  chairman  of  the  federal  government  sub¬ 
committee  on  housing  and  town  planning  (1942-44);  and  chairman  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  Prices  ( 1948-49 ) .  In  1954  he  was  appointed  financial 
advisor  to  the  Government  of  Pakistan  Planning  Board,  a  project  sponsored  by 
the  Ford  Foundation.  He  spent  until  the  fall  of  1955  in  Pakistan  where  his 
specific  contribution  to  the  project  was  in  public  finance. 

A  native  of  Lindsay,  Ontario,  Dr.  Curtis  is  a  graduate  of  the  universities 
of  Toronto  and  Chicago.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Queen’s  staff  in  1927.

TO  COST  $1,800,000 


©  A  chemical  engineering  building,  to 
cost  an  estimated  $1,800,000,  will  be  the 
next  major  construction  project. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  'has  approved 
plans,  exterior  design,  and  the  site  fot 
the  building,  which  is  to  be  located  the 
east  side  of  Division  Street,  south  of 
Clergy  Street.  When  it  is  completed 
the  new  and  expanding  facilities  of  the 
University  Computing  Centre  will  be 
located  in  it. 

The  building  will  provide  urgently 
needed  space  for  the  Department,  which 
is  said  to  have  been  established  in  1903 

t 

and  which  is  believed  to  be  the  oldest  of 
its  kind  in  the  Commonwealth.  It  was 
originally  located  in  Gordon  Hall  and 
has  been  successively  moved  to  Ontario 
Hall  and  the  first  extension  of  the 
Chemistry  Building  when  it  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  1946-47.  The  Chemistry 
Department  will  soon  require  all  the 
space  in  the  Chemistry  Building  and 
Chemical  Engineering  has  reached  the 
point  where  its  needs  can  only  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  by  a  new  building. 


A  new  feature  provides  for  a  high 
degree  of  flexibility  in  the  use  of  space. 
Rather  than  separate  classrooms  and 
laboratories,  much  of  the  space  will  be 
adaptable  for  use  in  the  morning  as 
classrooms  and  in  the  afternoon  as 
laboratories.  The  result  will  be  a  very7 
compact  building  and  a  considerable 
reduction  in  the  total  interior  space  that 
would  otherwise  be  required  for  the 
Department’s  use. 

The  exterior  walls  will  be  of  cut  stone 
and  panels  of  bush  hammered  limestone, 
the  same  as  the  upper  part  of  Ellis  Hall. 

Pilot  plant  equipment  required  for 
experiments  in  chemical  engineering  will 
be  located  in  the  basement  and  will 
extend  through  part  of  the  floor  above. 
The  main  floor  will  also  include  space 
for  a  departmental  library,  offices  and 
study  areas.  Plans  call  for  a  209-seat 
auditorium.  The  combination  classroom 
and  laboratory  space  will  occupy  the 
next  floor.  The  top  floor  will  provide 
space  for  classrooms  and  small  labora¬ 
tories. 
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T  he  number  of  Queen’s  graduates 
now  exceeds  20,000  for  the  first  time, 
counting  in  the  1964  crop,  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Alumni  Association  was 
informed  at  the  spring  meeting  held  at 
Queen’s  May  15.

A  by-product  of  the  increase  in  leisure  and 
the  growth  of  suburbia  has  been  the  phenome¬ 
non  of  burgeoning  gardens  and  an  interest  in 
all  things  horticultural.  Some  evidence  of  this 
may  be  seen  in  the  roadside  flower  and  shrub 
stands  which  have  sprung  up  like  mushrooms 
overnight  and  in  the  gardening  supplies  depart¬ 
ments  of  drugstores  and  gasoline  stations.  The 
neophytes  are  many  and  badly  in  need  of 
guidance  and  with  no  idea  of  what  they  are 
letting  themselves  in  for  before  they  achieve 
the  manicured  perfection  of  the  pictures  in  the 
better  gardening  magazines. 

In  For  Better  Gardens,  Roland  A.  Browne, 
Arts  ’33,  who  moonlights  as  the  gardening 
editor  of  Women’s  Day  when  he  isn’t  teaching 
at  the  Austin  Peay  State  College  in  Tennessee, 
gives  some  down-to-earth  advice  (if  you  will 
pardon  a  pun  at  the  grass-roots  level)  that 
will  be  helpful  to  both  novice  and  experienced 
gardener. 

The  author  takes  his  hard-won  expertise 
cum  grano  salis  and  not  the  least  of  the  charm 
of  this  book  is  the  pervading  humour.  Garden¬ 
ing  is  fun  and  not  a  grim  and  relentless  holy 
war  against  aphids,  mealy  bugs,  cutworms, 
Japanese  beetles,  mites  and  thrips.  Mr. 
Browne’s  free  and  easy  style  is  a  reflection  of 
his  own  happy  and  carefree  attitude  towards 
gardening.  No  textbook  can  make  a  green 
thumb  out  of  a  brown  one,  but  For  Better 
Cardens  will  fertilize  the  inspiration  that  makes 
such  a  transition  possible.  —  Published  by 
Doubleday,  286  pages,  $5.95.

George  A.  Harrower 

D,  George  A.  Harrower,  Assistant  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science,  and  Professor  of  Physics,  has  been  appointed  Dean  in  succession  to 
A.  R.  C.  Duncan. 

A  B.Sc.  graduate  of  the  University  of  Western  Ontario,  Dr.  Harrower  was 
awarded  the  University’s  gold  medal  in  physics  in  his  final  year.  He  did  post¬ 
graduate  work  at  McGill,  where  he  was  awarded  the  degree  of  M.Sc.  and,  in 
1952,  his  Ph.D.  From  1952  until  his  appointment  at  Queen’s  in  1955  he  was 
with  the  staff  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  in  Murray  Hill,  New  Jersey. 

In  the  autumn  of  1953,  Dr.  Harrower  was  selected  as  one  of  twenty-two 
scientists  to  represent  Canada  at  the  conference  in  Moscow  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Astronomical  Union,  held  in  connection  with  the  International  Geo¬ 
physical  Year. 

Radio  astronomy  is  Dr.  Harrower ’s  chief  interest  and  he  played  a  major 
role  in  the  establishment  at  Westbrook  of  Queen’s  radio  astronomy  laboratory. 
He  also  designed  the  observatory  on  the  roof  of  Ellis  Hall,  and  has  developed 
a  strong  graduate  programme  in  radio  astronomy  that  has  attracted  a  number 
of  excellent  students  to  the  University. 


How  Is  The  Universit 


The  Universities 
Have  a  Shortage 
of  Everything 
Except  Students, 
Particularly 
of  Facilities, 
of  Staff, 

and  of  Finances 


The  annual  race  by  Canadian 
universities  to  keep  pace  with  an  in¬ 
creasingly  growing  demand  for  higher 
education  is  complicated  by  the  no-less 
hectic  scramble  to  find  the  ways  and 
means  of  financing  it. 

Dr.  ].  J.  Deutsch,  chairman  of  the 
Economic  Council  of  Canada,  said  two 
years  ago,  when  he  was  Vice-Principal 
at  Queen’s:  “The  universities  have  a 
shortage  of  everything  except  students. 
In  particular  there  is  a  shortage  of  facili¬ 
ties,  of  staff,  and  of  finances.” 

In  a  report  brought  out  by  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Universities  Foundation  in  1962  it 
was  shown  that  in  the  five  years  1956-61 
the  annual  operating  ( including  re¬ 
search)  expenditures  of  Canadian  uni¬ 
versities  and  colleges  more  than  doubled. 
They  were  expected  to  do  the  same  in 
the  succeeding  five  years,  and  to  date 
have  more  than  justified  that  estimate. 

The  chief  factors  contributing  to  the 
rise  in  operating  costs  are: 

(1)  More  students,  which  require 
more  teachers 


(2)  More  buildings,  which  means 
higher  maintenance  charges 

(3)  Rising  costs  of  labour,  material 
and  supplies 

(4)  Improved  and  improving  salaries 
and  benefits  for  professors 

(5)  Expansion  of  graduate  studies 
and  research,  and  of  services  for 
adult  students. 

So  vital  is  the  matter  of  university 
financing  that  the  Canadian  Universities 
Foundation  early  in  1964  announced  the 
appointment  of  Vincent  Bladen,  Dean 
of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  at 
the  University  of  Toronto,  as  chairman 
of  a  Commission  to  study  the  financing 
of  higher  education  in  Canada. 

A  building  programme  for  Queen’s, 
covering  projects  planned  or  already 
under  way,  was  announced  by  Principal 
J.  A.  Corry  earlier  this  year.  An  integral 
and  important  part  of  this  programme  is 
the  capital  appeal  of  $5,000,000  which 
is  now  being  made.  It  is  expected  that 
the  alumni  part  of  the  programme  will 
take  place  in  September. 

In  an  effort  to  answer  certain  questions 
which  may  be  in  the  minds  of  the 
alumni,  the  Review  approached  Dr.  W. 
A.  Mackintosh,  Vice-Chancellor,  and 
asked  just  how  the  University  is  financed. 

Q#  How  are  the  yearly  operating 
expenses  financed? 

In  1963-64  these  amounted  to 
$7,208,000,  of  which  34  per  cent  came 
from  students’  fees,  49  per  cent  from 
federal  and  provincial  government 
grants,  10  per  cent  from  investment 
income,  and  the  remaining  7  per  cent 
from  miscellaneous  revenues  including 
gifts  from  corporations  and  foundations 
for  operating  purposes.  No  contribu¬ 
tions  from  the  Alumni  Fund  are  used  for 
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financed? 


operating  purposes.  These  percentages 
vary  as  from  time  to  time  fees  are  raised 
or  government  grants  increased. 


The  operating  grant  from  the 
Government  of  Canada  is  administered 
by  the  Canadian  Universities  Founda¬ 
tion  but  is  determined  by  an  arithmetic 
formula.  The  total  grant  amounted  to 
$2  per  head  of  population  of  each 
province.  This  grant  is  divided  among 
the  universities  of  each  province  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  number  of  full-time  students. 
The  grant  per  student  paid  to  Queen’s 
declines  each  year  since  an  increasingly 
higher  percentage  of  the  Ontario  popu¬ 
lation  is  attending  university. 

The  operating  grant  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Ontario  is  determined  by  the 
Government  as  part  of  the  budget 
decisions.  Prior  to  such  decisions,  each 
university  has  submitted  to  the  Advisory 
Committee  on  University  Affairs  an 
elaborate  statement  of  its  current  posi¬ 
tion  and  needs,  and  has  had  at  least 
one  opportunity  of  meeting  with  the 
Committee.  The  Committee’s  recom¬ 
mendations  are  not  made  public.  There 
is  no  evident  pattern  or  formula  in  the 
grants  determined  for  the  various  univer¬ 
sities. 

The  Queen’s  grant  per  student  is  low 
as  compared  with  some  other  univer¬ 
sities  despite  the  fact  that  a  high  pro¬ 
portion  of  our  students  are  in  such  rela¬ 
tively  expensive  categories  as  graduate 
studies,  medicine,  engineering,  and 
honours  science.  In  answer  to  our  con¬ 
tention  that  it  is  inequitable  to  take  into 
account  our  endowment  income,  the 


Advisoiy  Committee  has  admitted  the 
justice  of  our  case,  but  the  discrepancy 
has  not  thus  far  been  removed. 


How  are  student  fees  decided? 

The  procedure  has  varied,  but 
basically  recommendations  are  made  by 
the  Principal  after  consultation  with  the 
Deans  and  Faculties.  The  recommenda¬ 
tions  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Board  of  Trustees.  While 
not  precisely  uniform  with  the  fees  of 
other  Ontario  universities,  they  conform 
closely  to  the  same  level. 


From  what  sources  have  Univer¬ 
sity  capital  funds  come? 

(a)  Canada  Council  University 
Capital  Construction  Fund.  Set 
up  in  1957  this  Fund  of 
$50,000,000  has  now  been  virtu¬ 
ally  exhausted.  Funds  from  this 
source  met  part  of  the  cost  of 
men’s  and  women’s  residences, 
Dunning  Hall,  the  Art  Centre 
extension,  and  a  current  contri¬ 
bution  of  $375,000  is  being 
made  to  the  extension  of  the 
Douglas  Library.  This  exhausts 
the  quota  which  Queen’s  can 
draw  from  the  Fund.  Though 
there  have  been  many  repre¬ 
sentations  to  the  federal 
government  to  augment  this 
Fund  and  to  provide  grants 
for  medical  and  science  build¬ 
ings,  there  has  been  no  res¬ 
ponse  except  that  recently  a 
“pilot”  grant  has  been  an¬ 
nounced  to  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  for  a  Health 
Sciences  Centre  building. 


Q  How  and  by  whom  are  Univer¬ 
sity  operating  grants  deter¬ 
mined? 
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(b)  The  Government  of  Ontario 
has  for  the  past  decade  made 
annual  capital  grants  of  varying 
amounts  for  building  purposes. 
For  1964-65,  the  capital  grant 
for  Queen’s,  the  largest  to  date, 
is  $4,250,000.  The  Advisory 
Committee  on  University  Af¬ 
fairs  receives  detailed  submis¬ 
sions  from  each  university  and 
discusses  them  at  some  length 
with  each  university’s  repre¬ 
sentatives.  The  Government 
decides  on  the  amount  of  the 
grant  in  the  light  of  the 
Advisory  Committee’s  recom¬ 
mendations  and  its  own  finan¬ 
cial  plans  and  resources. 

(c)  Recently  the  University  has 
begun  to  borow  from  Central 
Mortgage  and  Housing  Corpor¬ 
ation  for  residence  construction. 
It  is  able  to  borrow  up  to  90  per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  an  approved 
project  and  spread  the  re¬ 
payment  over  fifty  years.  This 
now  becomes  practical  because 
we  have  six  residences  with 
two  dining  rooms  in  operation 
and  free  of  debt.  These,  to¬ 
gether  with  two  new  and 
larger  ones  which  do  not  re¬ 
quire  additional  dining  space, 
will  produce  enough  revenue  to 
service  the  loans.  It  is  proving 
possible  to  finance  in  this  way 
also  a  large  addition  to  the 
Students’  Union  made  up 
chiefly  of  rooms  for  post¬ 
graduate  students  and  enlarged 
earning  facilities  such  as  the 
coffee  shop.  It  is  doubtful, 
however,  that  further  additions 
could  be  financed  in  this  way. 

(d)  There  are  from  time  to  time  a 
few  gifts  and  bequests  which 
can  be  used  for  building  pur¬ 
poses,  but  the  substantial 
further  source  of  capital  funds 
for  building  purposes  is  the 


periodic  financial  campaign 
appealing  for  support  to  busi¬ 
ness  corporations,  the  graduates 
and  friends  among  the  public. 
Such  a  periodic  campaign  is 
the  Queen’s  Capital  Appeal,  for 
$5,000,000,  which  is  now  in 
progress. 


Are  such  periodic  financial 
appeals  necessary?  Could  all 
the  essential  funds  not  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  provincial  and  other 
governments?  In  fact,  if  such 
funds  are  raised  from  the  public, 
does  not  the  provincial  govern¬ 
ment  adjust  its  grants  accord¬ 
ingly? 

At  present,  there  are  no  construc¬ 
tion  grants  available  to  Queen’s  Univer¬ 
sity  from  the  federal  government.  The 
Province  of  Ontario  is  hard  pressed  to 
provide  capital  grants  adequate  to  the 
needs  of  expanding  universities,  new 
and  old.  All  the  Ontario  universities, 
even  the  provincial  University  of 
Toronto,  have  carried  on  or  plan  to 
carry  on  financial  campaigns.  It  is  not 
conceivable  that  any  university  failing 
to  seek  financial  support  from  its  gradu¬ 
ates  and  the  business  community  would 
be  compensated  by  additional  govern¬ 
ment  grants. 

The  provincial  government  makes  no 
grants  for  residences,  students’  unions  or 
similar  buildings.  While  approximately 
90  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  buildings 
may  be  borrowed  from  C.M.H.C.,  the 
remainder  and  the  cost  of  land  and 
extras  must  come  from  university  funds. 

Further,  the  Government  of  Ontario 
does  not  purport  to  make  grants  cover¬ 
ing  the  entire  cost  of  buildings  and 
land.  It  assumes  that  each  university 
can  raise  some  money  from  other 
sources. 
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•  With  all  but  a  handful  returning 
from  the  1963  championship  football 
team,  a  squad  that  won  the  title  without 
a  loss,  Head  Football  Coach  Frank 
Tindall  has  every  reason  to  be  optimistic 
about  the  coming  season.  Offensively 
the  team  is  almost  intact  and  the  defen¬ 
sive  unit,  a  question  mark  in  1963,  can¬ 
not  help  but  be  improved  because  of 
last  year’s  experience. 

Headed  by  Cal  Connor,  the  best 
quarterback  in  the  league,  the  returning 
starters  are  Don  Bayne,  Pete  Broad- 
hurst,  Don  Carmichael,  John  Crouch- 
man,  Merv  Daub,  John  Erickson  (offen¬ 
sive  captain),  Bill  Ferguson,  Larry 
Ferguson,  Eric  Hafemann,  Norm  Jamie¬ 
son,  John  Latham,  Bob  Latham  (defen¬ 
sive  captain),  Heino  Lilies,  Bill  Miklas, 
Bayne  Norrie,  Don  Rasmussen,  Pete 
Thompson,  Jim  Ware,  and  Jim  Young. 
Others  whose  eligibility  is  presently 
clouded  for  one  reason  or  another  are 
Tom  Beynon,  John  Brown,  Jim  Green¬ 
wood,  John  Irvine,  John  Lindsay,  Gord 
Simester  and  Robin  Ritchie. 

Replacements  are  needed  for  Bill 
Edwards,  Marsh  Nicholishen,  Mike  Law, 
and  Laird  Rasmussen.  Edwards,  who 
will  be  attending  Waterloo  this  year,  will 
be  particularly  missed  because  of  his 
effective  broken-field  forays. 

Help  will  be  forthcoming  from  the  so- 
called  Hamburger  'Squad,  some  of  whom 
were  kept  off  the  team  last  year  by  the 
narrowest  of  margins,  including  Ian 
Brady,  Bob  Howes,  Lee  Wallace,  Bill 
McCarthy,  Glenn  Robinson,  Guy  Potvin, 
Steve  Surman,  Dave  Johnston,  and  Joe 
Kennedy. 

The  1963  champions  went  through  to 
the  title  last  year  without  a  loss,  the  first 
Queen’s  team  to  do  so  since  1925.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  the 
outcome  was  close  in  five  of  the  six 
games  and  the  competition  may  be 
expected  to  be  at  least  as  keen  this  time 
round.  Still  and  all  the  Gaels  deserve 
to  be  installed  as  favourites. 

Last  year’s  record  was  somewhat 
tarnished  by  a  post-season  loss  to  the

Excerpts  from 
The  Four 
Addresses 
Delivered  at 
Spring  Convocation 
By  Recipients 
of  Honorary  Degrees 

DR.  E.  J.  BUCKLER 

Vice-President,  Research  and 
Development,  Polymer  Corporation 

. Recent  studies  have  revealed 

that  during  the  past  thirty  years  the 
expenditures  on  research  and  develop¬ 
ment,  even  allowing  for  inflation  of 
currency  and  attendant  non-R.D. 
expenses,  have  gone  up  3,000  per  cent. 
However,  the  number  of  patents  issued 
by  the  U.S.  Patent  Office  in  1930  was 
45,000  and  in  1960  was  only  47,000. 
Rased  on  population  increase  alone,  it 
shoiuld  have  been  70,000.  It  appears  that 
we  are  becoming  less  inventive. 

Many  reasons  may  be  contributing  to 
the  lower  yield  from  research  and 
development.  Perhaps  old  Mother 
Necessity  is  not  flogging  us  as  hard  as 
in  former  days.  Perhaps  all  the  obvious 
and  easily  attained  inventions  are  behind 
us.  Perhaps  current  inventions  have 
greater  potential.  Behind  this  are  atti¬ 
tudes  of  mind,  however,  which  are  not 
honouring  invention,  as  opposed  to 


research  or  to  engineering  development. 
The  pursuit  of  knowledge  for  its  own 
sake  has  been  held  ciut  as  a  noble 
human  activity;  at  the  same  time 
industry  has  foLind  profit  in  engineering 
work  aimed  at  extracting  the  maximum 
efficiency  from  existing  technology, 
usually  by  creating  plants  of  higher  and 
higher  productivity.  There  is  nothing 
wrong  about  these  attitudes  but  the 
third  area  of  technology  called  invention 
has  not  had  its  champion  and  our 
appreciation  of  it  has  gone  by  default. 

Invention  requires  knowledge  in  two 
areas,  knowledge  of  the  findings  of  pure 
research  and  knowledge  of  current 
needs.  It  also  requires  an  attitude  of 
mand  which  places  value  on  bringing 
these  two  areas  together.  When  we 
realize  what  the  cumulative  effect  of 
inventiveness  has  been  and  can  be  to 
the  world  there  should  be  no  doubt  that 
the  inventor  should  take  his  place  of 
honour  in  history  and  in  daily  life. 

With  the  growing  complexity  of 
science,  economics  and  industry,  it  must 
be  obvious  that  the  hopes  of  the  world 
are,  to  a  significant  degree,  in  the  hands 
of  the  applied  scientists.  These,  you,  have 
the  knowledge  to  appreciate  the  find¬ 
ings  of  research  and  the  skills  to  trans¬ 
late  them  into  use.  You  will,  of  course, 
be  expected  to  give  service  in  establish¬ 
ing  and  improving  existing  chemical  and 
engineering  projects  according  to  well- 
known  principles  and  will  derive  much 
satisfaction  in  so  doing.  But  if  you  wish 
to  go  beyond  service  and  reach  the  levels 
of  achievement,  you  should  be  the 
champions  of  invention.  Edison  should 
be  your  patron  saint  and  Graham  Bell 
and  Ernest  LeSueur  your  examples. 
You  should  revere  the  men  who  designed 
the  electrostatic  precipitator,  who  dis¬ 
covered  the  value  of  the  inclined  plane 
settler,  who  evolved  fluid  catalysis  and 
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metal-plated  plastics.  You  must  see  the 
value  to  mankind  in  bacteriological  dis¬ 
posal  of  waste,  in  the  conveying  of  wood 
by  pipeline  and  of  using  magnetic  force 
for  molding  metals.  These  are  the 
types  of  innovation  that  make  the  larger 
dreams  come  true. 

The  significance  of  graduation  day  is 
that  it  marks  the  time  when  you  can 
start  to  give  back  to  the  world  what  von 

I  have  learned,  together  with  what  you 
can  make  of  it.  If,  in  doing  so,  you  can 
from  time  to  time  be  the  innovator,  the 
inventor,  you  will  feel  again  the  pride 
of  achievement  and  yoiu  will  recapture 
the  essence  of  your  University  days.

....  Some  highly  specialized  schools, 
of  university  level,  prepare  their  stu¬ 
dents  extremely  well  for  their  profes¬ 
sional  careers.  The  fact  that  they  are 

i  independent  from  the  university  does 
not  prevent  them  from  doing  an  excel¬ 
lent  job. 

For  its  part  the  university  also  pre¬ 
pares  professionals,  in  fields  such  as 
Law,  Medicine,  etc.  Up  to  a  few  years 
ago,  same  sectors  like  literature  and 
certain  fields  of  science  appeared  more 
cultural  than  professional;  today,  how¬ 
ever,  they  take  in  the  practical  aspect, 
particularly  that  of  preparing  for  teach¬ 
ing  careers.  Of  what  use  then,  if  every 
sector  of  its  life  is  professional,  of  what 
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use  is  this  superstructure  called  univer¬ 
sity?  Why  not  put  an  end  to  this  super¬ 
structure  by  granting  to  each  discipline 
its  full  autonomy? 

The  answer  to  this  question  is 
definitely  favourable  to  the  universitv 
not  only  because  there  is  something  else 
than  the  training  for  a  certain  number 
of  professions,  but  because  its  profes¬ 
sionals  are  trained  as  professionals  of 
the  “human;”  the  concept  of  “man” 
united  the  future  graduates  in  their 
preparation  to  serve.  The  proximity  of 
the  different  sectors  permits  an  inter¬ 
change  of  views,  a  mutual  enlighten¬ 
ment  which  gives  the  university  a  value 
of  its  own,  irreplaceable;  it  is  a  school 
of  and  for  humanity;  its  thirst  for 
knowledge,  unquenched  in  principle,  is 
also  disinterested,  especially  in  its  more 
specific  field  of  pure  research.  In  some 
ways,  in  some  of  its  activities,  the  uni¬ 
versity  appears  as  a  luxjury;  it  seems 
hard  sometimes  to  find  a  justification 
for  some  of  its  activities  and  to  deem 
as  practical  to  study  the  subtilities  of 
philology  or  to  analyze  and  classify  the 
fossils  of  the  Carboniferous  period. 
However,  such  a  luxury  is  essential;  it 
is  more  than  a  tribute.  It  is  a  service  to 
the  mind;  its  justification  lies  in  its 
interest  in  man,  in  thinking  the  nature 
and  the  value  of  its  existence;  in  enlarg¬ 
ing  and  enriching  the  faculty  of  reason¬ 
ing,  man’s  specific  richness.  This 
apparent  luxury  is  nothing  less  than  a 
necessity  for  the  salvation  of  mankind. 
And  should  it  happen  that  because  of 
immediate  and  pressing  concerns  within 
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the  university,  when  our  thoughts  are 
preoccupied  by  considerations  such  as 
the  number  of  students,  need  for  more 
space,  need  for  more  professors,  should 
it  happen  that  for  all  these  practical 
reasons  we  were  to  neglect  culture,  the 
pursuit  of  culture  for  its  own  sake,  we 
would  lose  our  very  reason  for  existing; 
with  our  downfall,  humanity  as  a  whole 
would  be  on  the  decline. 

If  in  fact  nothing  is  more  practical 
than  principles,  in  the  same  line,  dis¬ 
interested  studies,  asserting  the  value  of 
man  in  nature,  scrutinizing  every  detail 
of  his  evolution,  looking  upon  man,  with 
his  history  and  his  spiritual  nature  as  an 
object  of  science,  such  studies  bring  us 
back  to  the  essential  and  assert  in  their 
own  way,  but  eloquently,  that  anything 
unrelated  to  man  is  not  worthy  of  man’s* 
consideration.  Man  exists  for  himself 
and  for  his  God;  to  aim  in  another 
direction  is  to  destroy  man. 

DR.  FRANK  R.  SCOTT 

Bean  of  the  Faculty  of  Law, 

McGill  University 

. Are  moral  concepts  free  from 

examination?  Is  not  their  origin,  their 
development,  their  comparative  value  in 
different  states  of  social  organization, 
material  for  scientific  analysis?  These 
are  perhaps  the  most  difficult  areas  of 
investigation;  when  we  turn  to  such 
pragmatic  legal  processes  as  punish¬ 
ment,  the  rehabilitation  of  the  law¬ 
breaker,  the  treatment  of  juvenile 
delinquents,  we  are  in  fields  crying  out 
for  the  scientific  method.  Experiment, 
too,  is  essential  to  legal  reform.  In  a 
sense  every  important  new  legal  inno¬ 
vation  is  an  experiment,  and  how  it 
woirks  in  ouir  society  by  comparison 
with  how  it  may  have  worked  in  other 
comparable  societies  is  capable  of  assess¬ 
ment.  I  plead  with  the  young  lawyers 
graduating  today  to  keep  alive  a  spirit 
of  enquiry  in  their  profession  and  not 
to  let  daily  routines  of  law  offices  dull 
their  sense  of  refonn  and  development. 


I  do  not,  of  course,  accuse  the  legal 
profession  of  being  blind  to  these  fairly 
obvious  truths,  or  of  doing  nothing  for 
legal  reform.  The  various  bar  associa¬ 
tions  and  professional  organizations  carry 
on  frequent  discussions  and  have  pro¬ 
moted  many  enquiries.  I  say  only  that 
much  more  is  needed.  In  1956  a  commit¬ 
tee  on  legal  research  of  the  Canadian 
Bar  Association,  of  which  I  was  chair¬ 
man,  issued  a  report  recommending  the 
establishment  of  a  Legal  Research 
Foundation  in  Canada.  It  has  been 
founded,  but  eight  years  after  that  re¬ 
port,  to  my  knowledge,  not  one  piece  of 
legal  research  has  been  sponsored.  Nor 
are  any  in  prospect.  Quite  frankly  I  do 
not  see  any  indications  that  the  legal 
profession  is  disturbed  at  its  startling  in¬ 
adequacies  in  this  regard.  Meanwhile, 
to  take  one  single  example  that  I  never 
tire  of  citing,  we  continue  uncritically 
to  try  automobile  cases  in  the  courts  in 
a  vain  endeavour  to  distribute  justice  to 
the  victims  of  road  accidents  on  a  basis 
of  supposedly  ascertainable  personal 
fault  laid  down  in  a  horse-and-buggy 
age.  A  superior  court  judge  in  Montreal 
recently  told  me,  and  his  observation 
was  agreed  to  by  another  judge,  that 
the  proposed  new  court  house  in 
Montreal,  to  be  built  thirty  stories  high, 
could  be  reduced  to  fifteen  stories  if 
only  the  automobile  cases  were  taken 
out  of  the  courts  and  dealt  with  on  an 
insurance  basis  like  workmen’s  com¬ 
pensation.  But  the  built-in  resistance  of 
the  Bar  and  of  the  private  insurance 
companies  is  apparently  too  great  to 
allow  this  sensible  change  to  be  made. 

One  member  of  my  committee  on 
legal  research,  and  a  very  wise  legal 
educator,  Dean  C.  A.  Wright  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Toronto  Law  School,  partially 
dissented  from  our  report  because  he 
did  not  believe  the  organized  Bar  could 
ever  properly  sponsor  or  develop  legal 
research.  He  said  this  was  the  job  of 
the  law  schools  and  the  universities.  Is 
time  proving  him  right?  That  the  uni¬ 
versities  have  an  unfulfilled  responsi- 
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bility  in  this  regard  I  firmly  believe. 
They  seem  almost  unanimously  to  agree, 
judging  by  their  budgets,  that  it  is  more 
important  to  spend  money  training  a 
doctor  than  training  a  lawyer.  I  do  not 
believe  the  doctors  have  too  much 
money  for  research;  far  from  it.  My  plea 
is  that  we  need  to  pay  more  attention 
to  the  role  of  law  in  society,  to  the 
better  training  of  lawyers,  and  to  the 
law’s  relationship  to  the  social  sciences 
generally,  or  we  shall  succumb  to  social 
ills  that  medicine  cannot  cure.  To  have 
eliminated  the  great  plagues  that  used 
to  decimate  humanity  is  a  triumph  of 
medicine;  to  eliminate  war,  the  greatest 
killer  of  all,  which  now  threatens  the 
entire  human  race,  will  require  the 
creation  of  an  international  legal  order 
and  the  development  of  good  inter¬ 
national  relations. 

DR.  ROY  DANIELLS 

Head,  Department  of  English, 
University  of  British  Columbia 

. One  danger  that  has  always  beset 

Canada  as  a  whole,  Ontario  as  a  province 
and  even  a  university  in  Ontario,  is  that 
of  provincialism,  of  being  cut  off  from 
the  great  world  movement  of  ideas  or 
in  being  connected  with  this  pulsation 
by  tenuous  and  obstructed  channels.  I 
think  that  this  university  has  saved  itself 
simply  by  being  alert,  responsive  and 
energetic.  None  of  the  measures  taken 
to  keep  Queen’s  a  living  part  of  the 
living  world  is  automatic;  all  involve 
individual  effort  continually  renewed. 

From  the  beginning  staff  has  been 
brought  from  great  distances,  notably 
from  Britain.  Many  of  you  have  come 
from  places  far  away,  in  the  tradition  of 
Queen’s  students.  There  has  been  great 
faithfulness  to  the  objective  study  of 
reputable  subjects  from  the  days  when 
the  Professor  who  taught  Hebrew  would 
sit  for  hours  tossing  Hebrew  roots  across 
the  stove  to  his  one  pupil.  The  support 
which  the  whole  historic  community. 
Catholic  and  Protestant,  upper  and  lower 


class,  Grit  and  Tory,  has  given  to 
Queen’s  over  the  decades  is  proof  of 
this  strenuous  effort  toward  scholarly 
objectivity.  I  like,  too,  the  story  of  the 
independent  professor  in  Toronto  who 
contributed  to  a  fund  being  raised  to 
enable  Queen’s  to  maintain  its  inde¬ 
pendence  —  from  Toronto. 

May  I  then  suggest  to  you  why  it 
is  that  someone  not  brought  up  directly 
in  this  way  of  life  can  nevertheless  en¬ 
counter  it  with  the  shock  of  recognition 
and  with  a  sense  of  having  come  home, 
through  another  gate  and  another 
garden.  Anyway  you  may  be  the  more 
willing  to  let  me  say  a  word  or  two 
about  this  in  that  we  hear  so  little  about 
the  successful  bi-cultiuralism,  in  Canada, 
of  the  Scottish  and  English  cultures.  I 
belong  to  the  tradition  of  Bunyan  (not, 
I  hasten  to  say,  Paul  Bunyan).  My  man 
is  John  Bunyan,  the  author  of  Pilgrim’s 
Progress ,  that  tale  of  life’s  journey, 
where  the  traveller  must  make  his  indi¬ 
vidual  choice  at  every  stage,  where  con¬ 
fusions  and  uncertainties  beset  him, 
giants  and  monsters  lie  in  wait,  where 
more  than  human  help  must  bring  him 
through,  but  this  help  never  fails  so 
long  as  he  will  go  forward  to  the 
Celestial  City.  This  is  the  vision  of  an 
English  working-man  of  the  seventeenth 
century.  It  dovetails  into  the  tradition 
of  Scottish  individualism  like  two  loco¬ 
motives,  coupled  and  pulling  what  looks 
like  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  box-cars 
through  some  pass  in  the  Bockies. 

Add  to  Bunyan,  Milton:  “Mortals 
who  would  follow  me/Love  virtue,  she 
alone  is  free. /Or  if  virtue  feeble  were/ 
Heaven  itself  would  stoop  to  her.”  Add 
Cowper,  Wordsworth,  Buskin.  And  you 
will  know  how  real  is  my  sense  of  com¬ 
munity  with  the  tradition  of  Queen’s  how 
deep  is  the  common  root  from  which 
the  two  stocks  spring.  How  in  conversa¬ 
tion  one  will  have  the  sensation  of 
meeting  one’s  own  thoughts,  as  though 
encountering  cousins,  not  previously  met 
but  in  whose  faces  appears  the  likeness 
of  one’s  own  father  or  mother.

A  Scholarly  Volcano 


T.  Watson  Kirkconnell 
Retires 

as  President  of  Acadia 

Described 

As  Most  Prolific  Writer 
in  Canada 


W  hen  T.  Watson  Kirkconnell  steps 
down  this  summer  after  sixteen  years  as 
President  of  Acadia  University  it  will 
mark  another  milestone  in  the  life  of 
one  of  Queen’s  'most  distinguished 
graduates,  a  man  who  has  been  aptly 
described  as  a  scholarly  volcano. 

Author  of  forty  substantial  books,  130 
brochures  and  joint  works,  and  some  600 
articles;  translator  of  more  than  5,000 
pages  from  the  poetry  of  ancient  and 
modern  Europe;  declared  by  literary 
editor  William  Arthur  Deacon  to  be 
the  most  prolific  writer  in  Canada; 
inexhaustibly  turning  out  volume  after 
monumental  volume;  fostering  inter¬ 
racial  goodwill  among  Canadians 
through  an  understanding  of  great 
literature  —  the  man  is  Dr.  Watson 
Kirkconnell,  President  of  Acadia  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  a  tireless  Canadian  scholar, 
who  is  constantly  interpreting  new 
Canadians  to  their  English-speaking 
brothers  through  the  translation  of  their 
literary  heritage  [the  tribute  comes 
from  the  pen  of  his  son,  James  W.  Kirk¬ 
connell,  and  appeared  in  the  Canadian 
Author  and  Bookman] . 


The  enormous  literary  output  of  this 
sparsely  built,  indefatigable  man  is  far 
too  little  known  to  his  countrymen.  Dr. 
Kirkconnell  is  usually  remembered  as 
the  lone  and  unhappy  oracle  who  during 
the  1940’s  warned  Canadians  of  postwar 
Russian  escapades,  at  a  time  when 
many  resented  the  disturbance  of  their 
complacency  by  such  prophecies. 

His  major  interest,  as  professor  and  as 
an  author,  has  lain  in  language  as  a  key 
to  literary  understanding  and  national 
enrichment.  As  a  professor  of  English 
and  then  Classics  at  Wesley  (later 
United)  College,  Winnipeg,  he  became 
an  ardent  student  of  the  literature  and 
history  of  the  many  diverse  nationalities 
represented  in  his  classes  and  in  the 
community.  He  found  that  he  had  an 
uncanny  talent  for  transmutation  of 
languages. 

The  first  product  of  these  labours  was 
European  Elegies,  his  rendering  of  one 
hundred  elegiac  poems  from  most  of 
Europe’s  languages,  ancient  and  modem. 
This  was  followed  by  An  Outline  of 
European  Poetry,  published  in  a  long 
series  of  massive  instalments  in  the 
Western  Home  Monthly.  The  bank¬ 
ruptcy  of  his  publisher  when  he  was 
well  launched  on  a  project  “The  North 
American  Books  of  European  Verse,” 
twenty-four  volumes  of  200  pages  each 
to  be  published  two  a  year  for  twelve 
years,  was  a  blow  which  sent  him  reel¬ 
ing,  but  from  which  he  quickly  re¬ 
covered.  As  volume  after  volume  came 
off  the  press  they  were  greeted  enthusi¬ 
astically  by  official  representatives  of 
the  countries  concerned  and  vied 
with  one  another  to  show  their  appreci¬ 
ation  with  a  shower  of  honorary  degrees, 
membership  in  various  literary  societies 
and  honour  organizations,  and  other 
distinctions.  Recognition  at  home 
brought  him  election  to  the  Royal 
Society  of  Canada  in  1936,  the  Lome 
Pierce  Medal  of  that  Society  in  1942 
“for  notable  contributions  to  Canadian 
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literature,”  and  in  due  time  honorary 
degrees  from  Assumption,  Laval,  Mani¬ 
toba,  McM  aster,  Ottawa,  and  New 
Brunswick,  as  well  as  many  honours 
from  various  ethnic  groups  in  Canada. 

The  approach  of  World  War  II  turned 
his  linguistic  energies  in  new  directions. 
For  the  first  six  months  of  1939  he  read 
systematically  some  thirty-five  foreign 
language  Canadian  newspapers  in  order 
to  trace  the  effect  of  Nazi  propaganda 
on  communities  of  European  origin. 
Striking  proof  of  their  loyalty  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  his  Canada,  Europe  and  Hitler 
almost  simultaneously  with  the  outbreak 
of  war.  The  Canadian  Club  sent  him 
out  to  speak  in  scores  of  towns  in 
Manitoba  and  Ontario.  In  December, 
1940,  he  was  invited  to  Ottawa  to  help 
organize  the  Citizenship  Branch  of  the 
Department  of  National  War  Services. 
He  refused  the  first  directorship,  but 
served  on  an  advisory  committee.  At  the 
request  of  the  Prime  Minister’s  office,  he 
wrote  an  Oxford  pamphlet  on  The 
Ukrainian  Canadians  and  the  War  and 
helped  to  organize  behind  the  war  effort 
all  Ukrainian  factions  except  the  Com¬ 
munists  into  the  Ukrainian  Canadian 
Committee.  For  the  Director  of  Inform¬ 
ation  he  summarized  the  cultural  back¬ 
grounds  of  all  Canadian  groups  in  a  48- 
page  volume,  Canadians  All,  of  which 
396,000  copies  were  distributed  in  the 
schools  of  Canada.  In  1942  he  became 
the  first  and  only  chairman  of  a  Writers’ 
War  Committee  for  Canada.  He  was  also 
one  of  the  organizers  and  the  first  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Humanities  Research  Council 
of  Canada,  which  sought  to  co-ordinate 
the  country’s  scattered  scholars  and  to 
underwrite  their  research  activities. 

Late  in  World  War  Two  he  rose  in 
revolt  when  naive  Canadian  Govern¬ 
ment  officials  forced  foreign  language 
Communists  just  paroled  from  intern¬ 
ment  on  the  loyal  majority  in  foreign 
language  groups.  The  climax  of  his 
protest  was  Seven  Pillars  of  Freedom 
( 1944 ) ,  in  which  he  quietly  gave 
chapter  and  verse  for  his  analysis  of 
Communism  in  Canada  and  in  Russia.

The  Moscow  press  and  radio  led  the 
hue  and  cry,  Hansard  was  full  of  attacks 
by  Leftist  M.P.’s,  but  the  baring  of  a 
Soviet  spy  ring,  with  the  conviction  of 
his  most  vociferous  parliamentary  critic, 
was  the  most  potent  proof  of  his  warn- 
ings. 

From  1940  to  1948  he  had  been  head 
of  the  Department  of  English  at  Mc- 
Master  University.  With  his  appoint¬ 
ment  in  1948  to  the  presidency  of  old 
Acadia  University,  in  Wolfville,  Nova 
Scotia,  he  began  a  new  career  as  an 
administrator.  Administration  was  a 
full-time  job,  except  for  one  month  in 
each  year  when  he  took  to  a  cottage  in 
the  woods  and  worked  for  ten  hours  a 
day  on  the  writing  of  books.  As  an 
administrator  he  was  eminently  success¬ 
ful.  Acadia’s  enrolment  and  budget  have 
trebled  in  the  past  ten  years,  and  new 
buildings  valued  at  $3,500,000  have  been 
erected  since  1958.  But  he  has  never 
ceased  to  be  a  scholar. 

Now  he  is  retiring  as  President  of 
Acadia,  to  be  succeeded  by  Dr.  J.  M.  R. 
Beveridge,  formerly  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Graduate  Studies  at  Queen’s.  His 
retirement  promises  to  be  as  active  as 
his  previous  career  —  it  is  said  he  has 
plans  for  scholarly  enterprises  for  the 
next  twenty  years.

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DR.  CLARENCE  LLOYD  WOOD 


A  member  of  the  Class  of  Arts  ’18, 
Rev.  Dr.  Clarence  L.  Wood,  who  had 
served  as  a  missionary  for  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  in  Canada  in  Central  India 
for  forty  years,  died  in  Toronto,  Ontario, 
on  July  5,  while  on  furlough. 

Born  and  educated  in  Bombay,  India, 
Dr.  Wood  later  attended  Queen’s  Univer¬ 
sity,  Victoria  College,  Toronto,  and 
Harvard  University.  Dr.  Wood  was  a 
gold  medallist  at  Queen’s  and  at  Vic¬ 
toria,  and  at  the  latter  was  awarded  a 
scholarship  for  a  year’s  study  at  Harvard. 
Returning  to  India  he  spent  a  term  of 
service  in  the  Marathi  country,  and  then 
in  1929  was  designated  to  the  Bhil  Mis¬ 
sion  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Canada. 

At  the  funeral  service  Rev.  A.  A. 
Lowther  paid  glowing  tribute  to  Dr. 
Wood  and  his  stewardship.  He  said  that 
among  the  many  gifts  Dr.  Wood  brought 
to  India  was  a  genius  for  friendship,  a 
sense  of  humour,  and  a  great  knowledge 
of  the  country.  In  his  work  among  the 
Bhils  his  sense  of  humour  was  to  prove 
a  valuable  asset.  The  Bhil  people  laugh 
easily  and  quickly  respond  to  humour. 


Much  of  Dr.  Wood’s  time  was  given 
to  training  ministers  for  the  Bhil  church. 
He  was  an  excellent  teacher,  well- 
informed,  eager,  patient,  genuinely  con¬ 
cerned  for  the  welfare  of  his  students, 
Nor  did  he  take  a  narrow  view  of  his 
duties.  He  always  kept  in  mind  the 
world  outside  in  which  his  students 
would  have  to  live  and  work.  He  went 
with  them  on  regular  trips  to  the  homes 
of  the  non-Christian  Bhils.  It  was  a 
simple,  humble,  loving  service,  yet  full 
of  wisdom. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  First  World 
War,  Dr.  Wood  served  in  the  Tanks 
Corps  in  England.  During  the  Second 
World  War  he  was  an  officer  with  the 
Bhil  Corps  of  the  Indian  Army.  A 
different  form  of  service  should  also  be 
noted.  That  is  his  service  to  the  Church 
at  home  in  different  parts  of  Canada 
whenever  he  came  on  furlough.  For  this 
he  was  exceptionally  well  fitted.  His 
extensive  knowledge  of  India,  his  wide 
experience  and  his  enthusiasm  for  his 
subject  made  him  a  most  acceptable 
speaker  to  all  kinds  of  audiences.  It  may 
have  been  this  gift  especially  that  drew 
to  him  the  attention  of  Presbyterian 
College,  Montreal.  At  any  rate  in  1953 
he  received  from  the  institution  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

Dr.  Wood  mastered  Hindi  as  few 
master  it.  This  is  the  language  spoken 
by  the  largest  number  of  people  in 
India  and  the  government  is  trying  to 
make  its  use  universal  in  the  country. 
During  his  last  term  of  service  Dr.  Wood 
was  assigned  to  aid  in  the  task  of  pro¬ 
ducing  theological  works  in  Hindi.  He 
was  able  to  complete  one  book  which 
is  now  in  use  and  is  regarded  as  a  model 
volume  setting  a  standard  for  all  other 
translators  and  writers.  A  second  work 
was  well  on  the  way  to  completion  when 
sickness  overtook  him.  He  was’  flown  to 
Toronto  where  the  best  advice  possible 
was  secured  and  for  a  few  days  he 
seemed  his  old  self.  Then,  quite  sud¬ 
denly,  the  end  came.  He  had  been 
talking  of  the  possibility  of  a  return  to 
India  and  continuance  of  his  task,  for 
this  was  his  one  concern.  He  was 
faithful  right  to  the  end. 

Said  Mr.  Lowther:  “He  gave  all  he 
had  in  joyful  service  to  people  he  loved. 
He  lived  for  Christ.  He  died  in  Christ 
and  is  entered  into  his  reward.”

(b)  Statement  of  any  business  or 
professional  positions  held. 

5.  List  of  publications  (if  any). 

6.  Name  of  university  at  which  can¬ 
didate  proposes  to  study. 

7.  Outline  of  proposed  plan  of  study. 

8.  Estimated  cost  of  the  year’s  work 
and  information  as  to  whether  the 


candidate  has  any  means  of  supple¬ 
menting  the  scholarship. 

9.  Names  and  addresses  of  six  persons 
from  whom  confidential  informa¬ 
tion  may  be  obtained  about  acade¬ 
mic  and  personal  qualifications. 
Three  of  these  persons  must  be 
professors  under  whom  the  candi¬ 
date  has  studied. 

10.  The  acceptance  of  the  scholarship 
obligates  the  scholar  to  devote  her¬ 
self  to  study  and  research  during 
the  term  of  the  award.  The  success¬ 
ful  candidate  must  send  to  the 
Chairman  two  reports,  the  first  at 
the  middle  point  of  her  year  of 
study,  and  the  second  at  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  year.

Friends  Who  Wish  Us  Well 


From  Its 
Inception 
Queen's 

Has  Been  Enriched 
By  Gifts 
From  Alumni 
And  Friends 
And  Well-Wishers

Queens  University  is  rich  in 
material  possessions,  over  and  above  the 
buildings  and  equipment  and  other  para¬ 
phernalia  of  higher  education,  posses¬ 
sions  such  as  art  and  sculpture  and 
incunabula  which  have  been  the  gifts 
of  alumni  and  friends  and  well-wishers. 

Hie  first  gift  to  Queen's  other  than 
money  was  in  the  form  of  books  and 
was  made  before  the  institution  had  even 
opened  its  doors,  or  had  doors  to  open 
for  that  matter.  On  July  25,  1840,  James 
Mitchell  of  the  “Hermitage,  near 
Vittoria,  Talbot  District,  U.C.,”  sent 
seven  books  as  a  gift  to  the  infant 
University,  including  such  items  as  a 
first  Greek  lexicon,  the  Vulgate,  a  Greek 
testament,  a  French  New  Testament  of 
1664,  and  some  classics,  Greek  and  Latin. 

A  more  considerable  gift  came  from 
the  Kirk  Synod.  At  their  annual  meeting 
in  Kingston,  in  the  summer  of  1841,  they 
“ordered  that  all  Books  and  Moneys 
belonging  to  the  [Synod]  Library  shall 
be  transferred  to  the  Trustees  of  Queen’s 


College,”  upon  the  condition  that  the 
college  library  should  always  be  avail¬ 
able  to  the  ministers  of  the  Synod. 
Another  early  gift  came  from  Dr. 
Thomas  Stratton  of  Niagara  —  two  books 
on  Gaelic. 

Many  of  the  buildings  on  Queen’s 
campus  have  been  the  gift  of  individuals 
or  groups. 

The  Old  Arts  building  was  presented 
to  Queen’s  by  the  citizens  of  Kingston  in 
1880  at  a  cost  of  $52,400. 

Carruthers  Hall  was  the  gift  of  the 
late  John  Carruthers,  and  cost  $29,500. 

Kingston  Hall  (New  Arts  building) 
was  a  gift  of  the  city  of  Kingston  in  1904 
and  cost  $70,000. 

Grant  Hall  was  presented  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  by  the  students,  who  collected 
$35,000  of  its  $45,000  cost  from  staff, 
graduates  , undergraduates  and  others. 

Nicol  Hall  was  built  from  funds 
mainly  supplied  by  Professor  William 
Nicol,  professor  of  mineralogy,  who  gave 
$45,000  of  the  $70,000  it  cost  to  erect  the 
building  in  1912. 

The  first  Queen’s  Gymnasium  was 
built  in  1906  for  the  sum  of  $30,000, 
largely  contributed  by  the  student  body. 

The  George  Richardson  memorial 
stadium  was  the  gift  of  James  Richard¬ 
son  in  memory  of  his  brother,  Captain 
George  Richardson,  who  was  killed  with 
the  Canadian  forces  in  World  War  One. 
The  Richardson  family  also  have  paid 
for  the  repairs  and  renovations  of  the 
Stadium. 

The  Richardson  family  have  made 
many  other  substantial  gifts  to  the 
University.  The  G.  T.  Richardson  Trust 
which  totals  $227,000  is  used  for  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  arts  and  music.  The  Agnes 
Etherington  Art  Centre  —  originally  the 
old  Ridhardson  home  —  was  bequeathed 
to  the  University  by  Mrs.  Agnes  Rich¬ 
ardson  Etherington,  and  is  the  centre  of 
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SAMUEL  ZACKS,  a  member  of  the  Class  of 
Arts  ’24,  presented  the  University  with  ninety 
works  of  paintings  and  sculpture  which  he  and 
his  wife,  Ayala,  had  gathered  over  the  past 
ten  years.  Above  are  shown  Dr.  J.  A.  Corry,

all  art  activity  at  the  University.  The 
Richardson  pathology  laboratory  on 
Stuart  Street,  and  a  substantial  contrib¬ 
ution  toward  the  cost  of  Richardson  Hall, 
Queen’s  administration  building,  are 
two  of  the  family’s  larger  gifts. 

The  Atkinson  Foundation  of  Toronto 
has  made  a  number  of  valuable  gifts 
which  include  $25,000  toward  the  pur¬ 
chase  and  installation  of  a  telescope  in 
the  Department  of  Astronomy,  Ellis  Hall; 
$38,000  for  the  medical  library,  and 
$20,000  for  purchase  of  special  equip¬ 
ment  in  the  study  of  geology. 

Westinghouse  Electric  Company  has 
given  substantial  assistance  to  Queen’s 
Radio  Station  CFRC. 

Chancellor  James  Douglas  gave 
$150,000  toward  the  cost  of  a  memorial 
library,  but  because  of  World  War  One 
it  was  not  built  until  1923.  During  the 
first  three  years  of  World  War  One 
Chancellor  Douglas  paid  the  deficits  of 
Queen’s  University  which  amounted  to 
nearly  $100,000. 

Col.  and  Mrs.  R.  S.  McLaughlin  have 
been  large  individual  donors.  McLaugh¬ 
lin  Hall,  the  mechanical  engineering 
building,  and  its  contents,  together  with 


subsequent  additions  and  improvements, 
were  donated  by  Colonel  McLaughlin. 
The  original  building  and  equipment 
cost  $750,000.  Col.  McLaughlin  in  1947 
gave  the  University  a  gift  of  $350,000 
to  complete  Wallace  Hall  in  the  Stu¬ 
dents’  Memorial  Union,  named  in  honour 
of  Dr.  R.  C.  Wallace,  then  principal  of 
the  University.  In  1953  Col.  and  Mrs.  Mc¬ 
Laughlin  made  a  gift  of  $300,000  toward 
the  $865,000  cost  of  Adelaide  Hall,  the 
women’s  residence  named  in  honour  of 
Mrs.  McLaughlin.  The  R.  S.  McLaughlin 
Foundation  is  a  million-dollar  fund  used 
to  provide  fellowships  for  advanced 
study. 

The  large  plot  of  land  bounded  by 
King  St.  West,  Albert  and  Collingwood 
Streets  and  now  used  as  the  site  of  the 
men’s  residences  at  the  University,  was 
donated  by  Col.  Reuben  Wells  Leonard 
who  was  a  benefactor  in  many  other 
ways  to  the  University. 

E.  A.  Collins  gave  $75,000  toward  the 
cost  of  Richardson  Hall,  the  University’s 
administration  building.  The  donor’s 
name  has  been  commemorated  in  the 
Collins  Room,  the  magnificent  chamber 
where  the  University  Trustees  meet. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  Abramsky  made  a 
gift  of  $200,000  toward  the  $675,000  cost 
of  the  physiology  building. 

There  have  been  many  gifts  of 
property  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Universitv, 
such  as  the  Austin  dwelling  at  the  corner 
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of  University  Avenue  and  Union  Street, 
since  tom  down,  and  the  Dr.  W.  E. 
McNeill  home  on  Queen's  Crescent.  Dr. 
McNeill  also  made  a  gift  of  $134,000  to 
the  University  as  the  McNeill  Trust,  to 
establish  a  chair. 

The  Skelton-Clark  Foundation  was 
established  by  the  friends  of  Queen’s 
University  in  memory  of  Dr.  O.  D. 
Skelton  and  Dr.  W.  C.  Clark.  In  addition 
to  these,  a  substantial  number  of  trust 
funds  has  been  established  on  behalf  of 
the  University,  while  the  number  of  • 
scholarships  donated  is  very  large.  The 
calendars  of  the  various  faculties  com¬ 
memorate  these  gifts. 

M  any  valuable  gifts  of  books  and 
manuscripts  have  been  made  to  the 
Douglas  Library. 

The  internationally  famous  Edith  and 
Lome  Pierce  Collection  of  Canadiana 
was  started  with  gifts  from  Dr.  Lome 
Pierce  in  1924.  He  continued  to  make 
annual  gifts  of  Canadian  books,  manu¬ 
scripts  and  other  documents.  In  addition 
to  literary  archives  the  collection  now 
has  about  6,000  volumes  which  were  all 
donated  by  Dr.  Pierce  or  purchased  by 
money  he  provided. 

This  collection  is  endowed  by  a  trust 
fund  —  the  Edith  Chown  Pierce  Trust 
—  the  interest  from  which  is  used  to 
purchase  books.  Part  of  the  fund  was 
donated  by  two  of  Dr.  Pierce’s  lifelong 
friends,  D.  I.  McLeod  and  Rev.  Dr.  A.  J. 
Wilson. 

The  R.  S.  McLaughlin  historical  col¬ 
lection  consists  of  maps,  prints,  posters 
and  other  materials  relating  to  Canada. 

One  of  the  outstanding  gifts  made  to 
Queen’s  was  the  John  Ruchan  library 
purchased  by  Col.  R.  S.  McLaughlin 
through  the  good  offices  of  Dr.  Leonard 
W.  Rrockington,  Rector  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity.  This  collection  consists  of  John 
Buchan’s  library  containing  5,000  books, 
manuscripts,  first  editions  and  later 
editions  of  his  works,  his  correspondence 
and  private  papers. 


Dr.  L.  W.  Brockington  was  a  benefac¬ 
tor  of  the  Douglas  Library  in  his  gift  of  a 
first  edition  of  Blackstone’s  Commen¬ 
taries  now  in  the  law  library,  auto¬ 
graphed  presentation  copies  of  books 
by  prominent  living  writers,  and  manu¬ 
scripts  of  John  Masefield,  E.  J.  Pratt 
and  others. 

The  late  Howard  Murray  of  Montreal 
gave  a  fine  collection  of  early  printed 
books  and  other  rare  editions  to  the 
Library,  including  first  editions  of 
several  19th  century  and  20th  century 
authors. 

Professor  James  A.  Roy  donated  from 
his  personal  library  a  large  selection  of 
works  relating  to  English  and  Scottish 
literature  and  history.  The  late  Dr.  G.  H. 
Clarke  left  his  fine  collection  of  books 
on  English  and  Canadian  literature  to 
the  Library,  the  late  Dr.  Marcel  Tirol  a 
similar  collection  in  French  literature 
and  the  late  Dr.  D.  A.  McArthur  a  col¬ 
lection  of  books  in  the  field  of  history. 
Dr.  John  Wyllie  has  donated  to  the 
medical  library  a  collection  of  books  on 
public  health  and  preventive  medicine. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Gray  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth 
Gray,  donated  the  Elizabeth  Gray  collec¬ 
tion  of  belle  lettres,  private  press  books, 
limited  editions  and  early  children’s 
books. 

The  McNicol  collection  of  books  on 
wireless  telegraphy  and  tele-communica¬ 
tions  includes  some  manuscript  material 
and  many  rare  ephemeral  items. 

A.  S.  Hardy  of  Ottawa  donated  2,000 
volumes  of  the  library  of  his  late  father. 
Senator  A.  C.  Hardy  of  Brockville.  R. 
B.  F.  Barr,  Q.C.,  of  Toronto,  presented  a 
collection  of  books  on  heraldry.  The 
Dunning  estate  has  donated  a  very 
large  collection  of  the  manuscripts  and 
papers  of  the  Hon.  Charles  A.  Dunning. 

Numerous  papers  dealing  with  the 
public  affairs  of  Canada  between  1890 
and  1939  from  the  estate  of  Col.  W.  D. 
Gregory  were  the  gift  of  Miss  Hilda 
Gregory,  Ottawa,  and  Mrs.  Gregory 
Richmond,  Greenwich,  Conn.,  daughters 
of  the  colonel. 
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General  correspondence  of  Prime 
Minister  Alexander  Mackenzie  was  the 
gift  of  John  G.  Thompson.  The  Hon. 
Norman  MacLeod  Rogers  papers  were 
the  gift  of  Mrs.  Rogers  and  their  two 
sons,  R.  MacLeod  Rogers  and  A.  M. 
Rogers.  The  Adam  Shortt  papers  were 
presented  hy  the  family,  including  Mrs. 
Shortt  and  daughter,  Mrs.  Roger  F. 
Clarke.  The  W.  F.  Nickle  library  and 
papers  were  contributed  by  the  family. 
The  B.  K.  Sandwell  papers  were  pre¬ 
sented  by  Mrs.  Sandwell  and  B.  D. 
Sandwell.  The  Walter  G.  Mitchell 
papers  have  been  presented  to  the 
University.  The  Benjamin  Tett  papers 
were  the  gift  of  Mr.  Edmund  Tett,  New- 
boro.  The  Charles  Mair  papers  were 
the  gift  of  Dr.  Lome  Pierce.  Business 
papers  of  the  Calvin  Lumber  Company, 
famed  ship  builders  and  shippers,  were 
donated  to  the  University.  The  papers 
of  the  late  Grant  Dexter  were  presented 
bv  Mrs.  Dexter. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Sheppard  has  presented  a 
collection  of  scientific  journals  in 
chemistry  and  chemical  engineering.  The 
late  Mr.  C.  L.  Burton  has  presented  a 
number  of  rare  books  and  literary  manu¬ 
scripts.  Papers  of  Sir  Allen  Aylesworth, 
and  books  and  pamphlets  from  his 


library,  were  presented  by  Mr.  Justice 
J.  B.  Aylesworth. 

With  450  paintings  in  Queen’s  Uni¬ 
versity  Art  Collection,  several  hundred 
pieces  of  art  including  paintings  and 
sculptures  have  been  given  to  Queen’s 
University  by  various  groups  and  indi¬ 
viduals,  particularly  during  the  past 
quarter  century. 

The  first  committee  on  art  was  formed 
during  the  principalship  of  Dr.  W. 
Hamilton  Fyfe. 

The  Queen’s  Art  Foundation  was 
formed  about  1939  by  a  few  Queen’s 
graduates  in  Toronto  and  commenced 
the  collection  of  what  today  is  an  out¬ 
standing  collection  of  art  treasures.  First 
officers  of  the  Foundation  were:  honor¬ 
ary  president,  Dr.  R.  C.  Wallace,  then 
principal;  president,  Dr.  Lome  Pierce; 
vice-president,  D.  I.  McLeod;  and 
secretary-treasurer,  Dr.  Dennis  Jordan. 

There  were  fifty  founding  members  in. 
the  Foundation  and  they  paid  a  stated

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amount  annually  to  buy  Canadian  paint¬ 
ings  and  present  them  to  the  University 
at  each  spring  convocation. 

Paintings  and  other  works  of  art  from 
the  estates  of  Dr.  W.  G.  Jordan  and  Mrs. 
R.  F.  Segsworth  formed  the  main  part 
of  the  first  and  fifth  annual  contributions 
made  by  the  Foundation  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity. 

A  second  annual  presentation,  for 
example,  made  on  behalf  of  the  Found¬ 
ation  by  H.  W.  McKiel  on  May  17, 
1941,  consisted  of  four  sketches  by  Torn 
Thomson  (Algonquin  Autumn,  The 
Rapids,  First  Snow  and  Algonquin 
Spring),  together  with  paintings  given 
by  E.  C.  Kyte,  Dr.  J.  T.  Fotheringham, 
Edith  and  Lome  Pierce,  Dean  and  Mrs. 
II.  W.  McKiel  and  H.  Graham  Bertrand. 

Since  that  time  the  Foundation  and 
other  individuals  have  made  many  gifts 
of  art  to  the  University. 

During  1963  alumni  donations  to 
Queen’s  Art  Centre  ( formerly  the  old 
Richardson  home  on  University  Avenue 
at  Queen’s  Crescent),  exceeded  $400  and 
this  has  been  used  toward  purchase  of  a 
David  Milne  painting.  In  addition,  Arts 
’54  donated  $202.81  toward  purchase  of 
Canadian  paintings  for  the  University. 

M  r.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Zacks  of  Toronto 
are  among  the  individuals  who  have 
made  an  outstanding  contribution  to  the 
University  art  collection.  In  1963  thev 
gave  one  of  the  country’s  finest  collec¬ 
tions  of  contemporary  Canadian  paint¬ 
ings  and  sculpture  to  the  University. 

Dr.  R.  M.  Bradley,  Med.  08,  Grimsby, 
Ont.,  has  presented  the  University  with 
paintings  entitled  “Salome’’  and  “Virgin 
and  child  with  St.  John  the  Baptist.” 
The  former  is  17th  Century  Flemish  and 
the  latter  is  16th  Centurv  Venetian.

Other  donations  include  a  multiple 
figure  sculpture  by  Irving  Burman  given 
to  the  University  by  the  Alma  Mater 
Society  in  1963;  a  group  of  small  paint¬ 
ings,  drawings  and  sketches  by  Canadian 
Artists  between  1870  and  1920,  given  by 


Mr.  Gordon  Conn;  and  several  gifts  in 
the  nature  of  commemorative  portraits 
and  paintings. 

Through  these  generous  gifts  the 
Agnes  Etherington  Art  Centre  now  has 
probably  the  most  notable  University 
collection  in  the  country. 

Numerous  gifts  from  individuals, 
groups  and  mining  companies  have  been 
received  by  the  Department  of  Geologi¬ 
cal  Sciences  over  the  years. 

A  plaque  in  Miller  Hall  was  erected 
in  grateful  recognition  of  aid  to  the 
Department  for  the  expansion  of  lib¬ 
rary  and  research  laboratories  in  1956 
initiated  by  Dr.  Horace  J.  Fraser  and 
with  acknowledgement  to  Falconbridge 
Nickel  Mines  Ltd.,  International  Nickel 
Co.  of  Canada,  Steep  Rock  Iron  Mines 
Limited,  Joseph  H.  Hirshhorn,  Ashton 
W.  Johnston  and  Ian  MacLachlan. 

The  enlargement,  furnishings  and 
endowment  of  the  new  library  of  the 
Department  of  Geological  Sciences  was 
made  possible  by  the  generous  aid  of 
the  International  Nickel  Co.  of  Canada 
in  1956. 

The  John  Lindsley  Geology  Library 
endowment  fund  was  established  in 
1961  by  Thayer  Lindsley,  an  outstanding 
geologist  and  maker  of  mines,  whose 
vision  and  appreciation  of  the  excellence 
in  geologists  led  him  to  establish  the 
fund. 

Besides  contributing  funds  toward  the 
departmental  library,  Falconbridge 
Nickel  Mines  Ltd.  gave  the  department 
$5,000  in  cash  with  which  to  purchase  a 
station  wagon  for  the  Department  of 
Geological  Sciences. 

Miller  Hall  itself  was  built  by  moneys 
contributed  by  mining  companies  after 
the  death  of  Professor  Willet  G.  Miller. 

The  Willet  G.  Miller  Memorial 
Research  Chair  in  geology  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1929  with  Dr.  E.  L.  Bruce  as 
its  first  occupant.  The  Miller  chair  was 
established  on  the  initiative  of  Principal 
R.  Bruce  Taylor  of  Queen’s  and  Dean 
A.  L.  Clark  strongly  supported  by  A.  G. 
Knight  and  Cyril  Burroughs.  Closelv 
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DESCRIBED  AS  ONE  “of  the  most  famous 
books  ever  printed  in  Britain,”  the  Kelmscott 
Press  edition  of  Chaucer  was  presented  to  the 
Douglas  Library  by  C.  L.  Burton  in  token  of 
his  friendship  for  Dr.  L.  W.  Brockington,  Rec¬ 
tor.  H.  P.  Gundy  is  shown  with  the  gift. 


associated  with  them  in  this  effort  were 
Capt.  John  Donnelly,  Dr.  Chas.  Camsell, 
Dr.  Mackintosh  Bell,  A.  E.  Longwell, 
Dr.  A.  P.  Coleman,  the  Ontario  govern¬ 
ment  and  The  Northern  Miner. 

The  interest  from  the  Ralph  J.  Benner 
fund  is  used  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
speakers  who  come  to  address  meetings 
in  the  department. 

Numerous  fellowships  and  scholar¬ 
ships  have  been  received  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  Manly  B.  Baker  prize  given 
by  Mrs.  Baker  in  honour  of  her  husband, 
is  an  academic  prize.  The  E.  L.  Bruce 
fellowship  was  given  by  admirers  of  the 
kite  Professor  Bruce  and  is  awarded  to 
postgraduate  students.  The  Norman  L. 
Bowen  fellowship  was  established  by  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Mary  Lamont  Bowen,  and 
their  daughter,  Mrs.  Catherine  Orne. 
Innumerable  individual  gifts  of  speci¬ 
mens  from  rich  ore-bearing  rocks,  as 
well  as  books,  journals  and  even  equip¬ 
ment  have  been  given  by  mining  com¬ 
panies,  students,  graduates  and  friends 
of  the  department. 


The  collection  of  the  weapons  and 
industrial  or  domestic  implements  of 
primitive  peoples  on  display  in  Miller 
Hall  is  largely  the  gift  of  J.  P.  Thomson, 
a  honorary  graduate  of  1903,  The  collec¬ 
tion  is  fully  representative  of  the  primi¬ 
tive  life  of  widely  scattered  peoples, 
including  the  original  inhabitants  of 
Australia,  Papua,  Fiji,  the  Solomons, 
New  Hebrides,  Santa  Cruz,  Samoa,  the 
Louisades,  and  other  Pacific  regions. 
Some  of  the  items  are  quite  rare  and 
valuable. 

A  valuable  biological  museum  has 
been  built  up  at  Queen’s  over  the  years 
largely  through  gifts  of  members  of  staff, 
alumni  and  friends  of  the  University, 
scattered  all  over  the  world.  A  feature 
of  the  museum  is  the  herbarium,  a  col¬ 
lection  of  pressed  plants  built  up  in  the 
last  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
Some  of  the  most  valuable  specimens  on 
display  are  gifts. 

In  this  limited  space  it  is  not  possible 
to  list  all  the  gifts  that  have  been  made 
to  the  University,  but  an  attempt  has 
been  made  to  give  some  idea  of  the 
scope  of  the  generosity  of  the  many 
friends  of  Queen’s.  The  University  has 
indeed  been  enriched  by  the  thoughtful¬ 
ness  of  those  who  wish  her  well  and 
future  generations  of  students  and 
graduates  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
these  benefactors.

for  election  to  these  bodies  are  not  sent 
out  except  to  the  elected  members  of 
the  University  Council  and  to  the  non¬ 
graduate  benefactors  in  the  case  of 
Trustee  elections. 

Nominations  to  the  Board  by  Graduates 

Graduates  of  the  University  (except 
those  who  are  elected  members  of  the 
University  Council  from  whom  nomin¬ 
ations  are  solicited  as  stated  below)  may 
nominate  two  candidates  for  election  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  succeed  Dr. 
J.  A.  Hannah,  B.A.,  M.D.,  Toronto,  Ont., 
and  N.  M.  Bogers,  B.A.,  Toronto,  Ont., 
whose  terms  expire  on  March  31,  1965. 

Dr.  Hannah  and  Mr.  Rogers  are 
eligible  for  re-election.  No  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  should  be  nominated, 
and  no  member  of  the  University  staff 
is  eligible. 

Candidates  must  be  nominated  by  five 
or  more  electors  in  order  to  qualify. 
Nominations  must  be  in  writing,  signed, 
and  received  by  the  Registrar  of  the 
University  on  or  before  December  31, 
1964.  The  Trustees  elected  will  serve 
until  1968. 

Nominations  of  Trustees  by  the  Benefactors 

Benefactors  who  have  contributed 
$100  or  more  to  the  University  may 
nominate  two  candidates  for  election 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  follows:

Candidates  must  be  graduates  of 
Queen’s  and  must  receive  five  or  more 
separate  nominations  in  order  to  qualify.

•  The  football  season  has  developed 
according  to  forecast,  with  the  Golden 
Caels  winning  their  first  three  games, 
but  two  of  the  victories  were  squeakers 
—  11-9  over  Western  and  13-12  over 
McGill  —  so  that  it  was  not  until  Queen’s 
triumphed  45-24  over  Varsity  that  it 
began  to  appear  the  sports  writers  might 
have  been  right  in  calling  last  year’s  title 
holders  to  repeat. 

In  the  opener  against  the  Mustangs 
in  London  on  October  3,  Quarterback 
Cal  Connor  was  able  to  complete  only 
one  pass  out  of  thirteen,  and  that  for  just 
three  yards,  as  the  Western  defensive 
unit  broke  through  time  after  time  to 
spill  him  for  a  loss.  He  spent  most  of  the 
afternoon  on  the  seat  of  his  pants  or 
running  for  his  life,  but  still  managed  to' 
score  a  touchdown  himself  on  a  rollout 
from  the  24-yard  line  following  a  74- 
yard  runback  by  Bayne  Norrie  off  the 
kickoff  for  the  second  half. 

The  following  week  in  Kingston 
Queen’s  were  at  home  to  McGill  RedJ 
men  on  a  gridiron  made  slippery  by 
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SO  GOOD 

snow  flurries  and  although  the  visitors 
had  a  slight  edge  in  the  statistics  the 
Gaels  eked  out  a  win.  Each  team  scored 
two  touchdowns,  none  of  which  was 
converted.  The  Queen’s  margin  was  a 
single  on  a  40-yard  kick  to  the  end  zone 
by  Larry  Ferguson  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

Under  perfect  playing  conditions  and 
before  a  capacity  Reunion  crowd  the 
Queen’s  offensive  clicked  against  Varsity, 
who  had  come  into  the  game  as  favour¬ 
ites  on  the  strength  of  a  31-7  romp  over 
Western  the  previous  week,  and  scored 
seven  touchdowns,  a  field  goal,  and  a 
safety  touch.  It  was  an  exciting  game 
to  watch,  at  least  for  Tricolor  fans,  with 
long  runs,  fantastic  catches,  and  crisp 
tackling.  Rookie  quarterback  Tom 
Rayne  got  into  the  game  in  the  fourth 
quarter  and  combined  with  Doug  Cowan 
for  a  69-yard  pass-and-run  play  that 
ended  in  pay  dirt.  He  also  went  for  a 
major  himself  from  the  6-yard  line  on  a 
masterpiece  of  deception  that  sent  the 
Varsity  players  swinging  in  the  opposite 
direction  while  he  ambled  over  the 
goal-line  standing  up.

Dr.  John  B.  Firstbrook  has  been 
appointed  associate  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine,  a  newly  created  post.  A 
1945  graduate  in  Medicine  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Toronto,  Dr.  Firstbrook  has 
specialized  extensively  in  physiology, 
part  of  his  research  leading  in  1951  to  a 
Ph.D.  at  the  University  of  Toronto.  In 
1952-53  he  was  assistant  professor  of 
physiology  at  Queen’s  and  in  1953-54 
senior  intern  and  research  fellow  in 
pathology  at  Kingston  General  Hospital 
and  in  the  Queen’s  Department  of 
Pathology. 

Since  1956  he  has  been  with  the 
School  of  Hygiene  at  the  University  of 
Toronto  where  he  was  Professor  of 
Applied  Physiology.  From  1956-60  he 
did  field  studies  in  general  medical 
practice  in  Nova  Scotia  and  Ontario  in 
collaboration  with  Dr.  K.  F.  Clute. 
These  studies  and  others  led  to  the  pub¬ 
lication  by  Dr.  Clute  in  1963  of  “The 
General  Medical  Practitioner.” 

Dr.  R.  C.  A.  Hunter  has  been  appointed 
Head  of  the  Department  and  Professor 
of  Psychiatry  in  succession  to  Dr.  R.  B. 
Sloane  who  resigned  to  accept  a  position 
at  Yale  University.

Dr.  Hunter  comes  to  Queen’s  from 
McGill  where  he  had  been  psychiatrist 
in  charge  of  student  mental  health 
services  since  1962.  He  was  also  chair¬ 
man  of  the  attending  staff  at  the  Royal 
Victoria  Hospital  and  a  member  of  that 
hospital’s  medical  board,  and  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Medical 
Undergraduate  Education  at  McGill. 

A  graduate  of  McGill,  Dr.  Hunter  has 
three  special  interests  in  his  field  of 
specialization:  student  mental  health, 
particularly  as  it  is  related  to  academic 
performance;  psycho-analysis  in  its  con¬ 
nection  with  psychosis,  and  group 
phenomena  especially  in  their  applica¬ 
tion  to  crowd  behaviour. 

Plans  to  build  an  Ontario  College  of 
Education  in  Kingston,  affiliated  with 
Queen’s  University,  has  been  announced 
by  The  Hon.  William  G.  Davis,  minister 
of  education.  The  cost  will  be  $4  to  $5 
million  and  the  site  is  yet  to  be  selected. 
The  facilities  are  to  accommodate  up  to 
800  students  and  be  available  by  Sep¬ 
tember,  1966. 

With  the  enrolment  predicted  by  Mr. 
Davis  and  the  increase  in  registration  for 
the  present  courses  offered  at  Queen’s, 
the  total  number  of  students  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  by  1966  could  go  over  the  6,000 
mark.  There  are  approximately  4,100  at 
the  present  time. 

The  institution  will  be  the  third  of 
its  kind  in  the  province.  For  many  years 
there  was  only  one,  the  Ontario  College 
of  Education  in  Toronto.  A  few  years 
ago  a  College  was  located  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Western  Ontario. 

One  of  Canada’s  most  distinguished 
civil  servants  is  studying  and  lecturing 
at  Queen’s  this  year:  Kenneth  W.  Taylor, 
of  the  Privy  Council  office,  Ottawa,  as 
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advisor  to  the  federal  government  on 
university  grants,  has  been  appointed 
Skelton-Clark  Memorial  Foundation 
Fellow  for  1964-65.  Mr.  Taylor  is  lectur¬ 
ing  to  graduate  students  in  economics 
and  political  science  and  is  planning  to 
write  of  his  experiences  during  a  long 
and  notable  career  in  the  federal  civil 
service. 

A  B.A.  graduate  of  McMaster  Uni¬ 
versity,  Mr.  Taylor  also  has  an  M.A. 
from  the  University  of  Chicago.  In 
Ottawa  he  has  served  as  secretary  of  the 
Wartime  Prices  and  Trade  Board, 
W.P.T.B.  co-ordinator  of  foods  adminis¬ 
tration  and  deputy  chairman  and  then 
chairman  of  W.P.T.B.,  assistant  and  then 
deputy  minister  of  finance,  and  Beceiver- 
General. 

Sir  Tyrone  Guthrie,  probably  the  best- 
known  theatrical  director  in  the  English- 
speaking  world,  will  receive  an  honorary 
degree  November  30  at  a  special  univer¬ 
sity  convocation.  Sir  Tyrone  was 
knighted  in  1961  in  recognition  of  his 
contribution  to  the  theatre.  He  has 
directed  repertory  and  touring  com¬ 
panies  in  many  parts  of  the  world.  He 
was  the  original  director  of  the  Shakes¬ 
pearean  Festival  at  Stratford,  Ont.,  and 
was  largely  responsible  for  its  artistic 
policy.  He  is  widely  known  as  a  lecturer 
on  theatrical  topics,  and  is  artistic 
director  of  the  theatre  in  Minneapolis, 
Minnesota,  which  bears  his  name. 

Construction  of  the  fourth  men’s  resi¬ 
dence,  which  will  complete  the  complex 
on  Leonard  Field,  is  already  five  weeks 
ahead  of  schedule.  The  fast  work  is  the 
result  of  “co-ordination  between  the 
architects,  consulting  engineers,  and  con¬ 
tractor.”  The  building  has  risen  to  the 
fifth  floor  level  since  construction 
began  July  1.  The  contractor,  T.  A. 
Andre  and  Sons,  is  using  a  new  type  of 
construction,  speeding  the  work  con-' 
siderably.  Called  the  critical  path 
method,  it  entails  detailed  planning  of 
labour,  materials,  and  construction  rate 
on  a  pre-programmed  chart. 


Construction  is  scheduled  to  begin 
this  fall  on  a  fourth  residence  for  women 
at  Queen’s.  On  completion  of  its  final 
stage  it  will  be  the  largest  residence  on 
the  campus,  housing  about  700  students. 
The  buildings  will  rise  in  two  stages, 
with  the  central  core  and  two  wings 
accommodating  370  expected  to  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  the  1965-66 
term.  Two  other  wings  will  be  added  at 
a  future  date  to  complete  the  residence 
and  give  it  the  shape  of  a  St.  Andrew  s 
cross.  The  building  is  being  erected  at 
the  corner  of  Queen’s  Crescent  and 
Albert  St. 

A  thirteen-programme  series  entitled 
“Light,  Liberty  and  Learning”  and 
featuring  Queen’s  University  personnel 
is  being  shown  over  CBC-TV  this  fall. 
A  film  crew  visited  the  Queen’s  campus 
in  August  to  make  videotape  recordings. 
Although  the  series  will  first  be  shown 
only  on  Toronto  and  Ottawa  stations, 
it  will  be  picked  up  by  other  television 
stations  across  Canada  later,  and  eventu¬ 
ally  will  be  sent  overseas  on  film. 

The  series  is  designed  to  produce  an 
insight  into  the  academic  life  and 
administration  of  a  Canadian  universitv.

A  new  “open  door”  student  health 
service  is  now  in  operation  at  the  uni¬ 
versity.  By  contrast  with  the  former 
“sick  parade”  arrangement  which  was 
limited  in  its  coverage  and  required  stu¬ 
dents  to  present  themselves  at  the  office 
of  the  University’s  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  the  new  plan  is  comprehensive 
in  the  benefits  it  provides  and  includes 
the  whole  range  of  physical  and 
emotional  illnesses  that  students  are 
likely  to  encounter. 

A  graduate  of  Queen’s  in  Medicine 
1957,  Dr.  Donald  Upton  is  the  head  of 
the  student  health  service.  Dr.  Upton 
was  previously  on  the  staff  of  Montreal 
General  Hospital,  a  lecturer  with  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine  at  McGill  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  a  member  of  the  staff  of 
McGill’s  School  of  Physical  and  Occu¬ 
pational  Therapy.

Undefeated  in  league  play  for 
the  second  year  in  a  row,  the  Queen’s 
Golden  Gaels  swept  through  to  their 
second  consecutive  championship,  but 
not  until  after  they  had  given  their  sup¬ 
porters  some  anxious  moments.

Yates  Cup  on  the  line?  There  was  the 
shocking  possibility  that  McMaster 
would  win,  the  unique  conditions  that 
made  the  match  possible  might  never  be 
repeated,  and  the  Yates  Cup  might  be¬ 
came  permanently  retired. 

The  Gaels  took  their  spleen  out  on 
the  Marauders  in  a  wide-open  game 
played  in  Richardson  Stadium  on  Nov¬ 
ember  14,  romping  to  a  63-6  victory. 
They  were  up  for  this  one,  as  the  aficion¬ 
ados  say,  and  the  McMaster  team,  who 
might  have  made  the  game  closer 
under  other  circumstances,  were  the  hap¬ 
less  victims.  The  Yates  Cup  was  safe, 
and  let’s  not  make  that  mistake  again. 
The  Yates  Cup  should  be  for  competition 
in  the  old  Intercollegiate  league  only, 
or  some  other  whigmalarie  should  be 
put  up.  In  any  case  it  should  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  win  the  championship  only  once. 

With  that  gripe  out  of  the  way,  a 
review  of  the  past  season  will  bring 
nothing  but  smiles  to  the  faces  of 
Queen’s  fans.  The  Gaels  opened  against 
Western  in  London  and  gave  their  sup¬ 
porters  little  to  enthuse  about  although 
they  did  win,  11-9.  The  defence  was

porous,  the  offence  spluttered,  and  the 
Mustangs  treated  the  visitors  most  in¬ 
hospitably.  The  fact  that  the  bus  taking 
the  team  to  London  went  into  the  ditch 
twice  en  route  may  have  had  a  unnerv¬ 
ing  effect. 

When  the  Gaels  met  Western  in  the 
return  match  in  Kingston  on  November 
7  the  result  was  much  more  decisive, 
29-12.  It  was  some  indication  of  the 
slight  difference  among  all  the  teams 
that  Western  went  into  the  game  with 
only  three  points  and  yet  if  they  had 
won  could  have  forced  a  play-off  under 
the  league  regulations.  However,  West¬ 
ern  did  not  prevail  although  down  only 
14-12  at  the  half,  and  they  wound  up  in 
the  league  cellar. 

In  their  two  games  against  McGill 
Queen’s  won  13-12  and  20-0.  In  the  first 
tilt,  in  Kingston  on  October  10,  the 
Gaels  were  in  a  real  nail-biter  before 
they  emerged  with  a  one-point  margin. 
The  Redmen  romped  over  for  a  touch- 
down  the  first  time  they  handled  the 
ball  which  was  solmewhat  disconcerting 
and  scored  another  in  the  fourth  quar¬ 
ter,  which  if  converted,  would  have 
tied  the  score.  For  that  matter,  none  of 
the  game’s  touchdowns  was  converted, 
although  one  Queen’s  attempt  did  hit  the 
crossbar,  and  the  winning  margin  came 
from  Larry  Ferguson’s  fourth  quarter 
single. 

Against  the  McGills  in  Montreal  Octo¬ 
ber  31,  Queen’s  came  up  with  one  of 
their  better  efforts  to  win  20-0.  This 
was  a  close,  hard  battle  all  the  way.  The 
Gaels  went  into  the  lead  with  a  touch¬ 
down  in  the  second  quarter  and  this 
was  the  only  scoring  until  well  into  the 
fourth  quarter.  McGill,  bottled  up  in 
their  own  end  of  the  field  most  of  the 
game  had  two  good  scoring  chances  with 
time  running  out,  but  an  alert  defence 
frustrated  both  efforts,  and  the  Gaels 
wrapped  it  up  with  two  quick  majors  in 
the  last  three  minutes.

The  Gaels’  two  games  with  Varsity 
were  back  to  back  in  the  middle  of  the 
schedule  and  provided  the  most  exciting 
ball  of  the  season.  In  Kingston  for  the 
Reunion  Weekend  on  October  17,  and 
still  not  having  lived  up  to  their  poten¬ 
tial  the  Gaels  broke  loose  for  seven 
touchdowns  and  a  field  goal  in  a  45-24 
win.  This  was  the  game  in  which  Heino 
Lilies,  primarily  a  defensive  halfback, 
was  moved  into  the  fullback  position 
and  took  over  as  leading  ground  gainer, 
with  116  yards  in  15  carries.  Stand-bv 
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HEINO  LILLES,  No.  34,  runs  through  the 
entire  McMaster  team  on  a  104-yard  jaunt 
ending  in  a  touchdown,  his  sixth  of  the  season. 


quarterback  Don  Bayne  got  on  the  of¬ 
fensive  for  the  first  time  and  hit  Bayne 
Norrie  for  a  23-yard  touchdown  pass 
and  scored  one  himself. 

The  wide-open  play  was  continued  in 
Toronto  the  next  weekend  and  this  time 
the  Gaels  triumphed  34-22.  Now  firmly 
established  at  the  fullback  position 
Lilies  ripped  off  207  yards  in  16  carries 
and  scored  three  touchdowns.  After  miss¬ 
ing  eleven  consecutive  converts  the 
Gales  found  the  secret  of  gaining 
the  extra  point:  Eric  Haf email,  who  does 
the  kick-offs,  was  given  the  important 
chore  and  went  three  foi  three. 

Queen’s  started  the  season  as  favour¬ 
ites  to  repeat  their  championship  drive 
of  last  year,  but  fell  from  grace  because 
of  their  lacklustre  performances  in  the 
first  two  games.  When  Toronto  came  to 
town  for  the  Reunion  game  the  Gaels 
were  seven-point  underdogs.  Their  pride 
stung,  the  Gaels  lived  up  to  the  pre- 
season  predictions  with  a  scintillating 
attack  and  from  that  point  on  never  took 
a  backward  look. 

In  the  challenge  game  with  McMaster 
Queen’s  had  a  field  day.  Lilies  ran  from 
scrimmage  13  times  for  320  yards,  inclu¬ 


ding  a  104-yard  touchdown  sprint;  he 
also  caught  two  passes  for  72  yards  giv¬ 
ing  him  a  total  of  392  yards  for  the  day. 
The  Gaels  had  nine  touchdowns  with 
Jim  Young  registering  four.  The  results 
demonstrated  there  is  stil  a  wide  gulf 
in  the  brand  of  football  played  by  the 
two  groups. 

The  1964  champions  were  the  best 
balanced  of  any  of  Head  Coach  Frank 
Tindall’s  teams.  They  had  depth  at  near¬ 
ly  every  position.  The  starting  lineups  for 
all  Intercollegiate  teams  this  year  were 
fairly  well  matched,  but  when  it  came 
to  bench  strength,  as  demonstrated  in 
the  latter  stages  of  the  last  four  games, 
it  was  Queen’s  who  predominated. 

This  predominance  is  reflected  in  the 
selection  of  eleven  Gaels  to  the  Inter¬ 
collegiate  all-star  offensive  and  defen¬ 
sive  teams  at  the  end  of  the  season.  The 
teams  were  picked  by  football  writers, 
sportscasters,  and  coaches  in  the  four 
cities.  The  voting  was  weighted  to  give 
equal  balloting  strength  to  each  city. 
Queen’s  placed  six  on  the  offence  and 
five  on  the  defence.  Four  of  the  choices 
were  unanimous:  halfbacks  Jim  Young 
and  Heino  Lilies  and  end  Pete  Thomp¬ 
son  on  the  offence;  and  defensive  end 
Larry  Ferguson.  Western  placed  seven, 
McGill  four,  and  Toronto  three,  on  the 
25^man  dream  teams— the  extra  man  was 
the  result  of  a  tie. 
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Jim  Young  was  voted  the  league’s 
most  valuable  player  by  opposition 
coaches  and  players.  He  had  earned  all- 
star  rating  his  previous  two  seasons  as  a 
bone-crushing  fullback,  but  his  explosive 
speed  was  utilized  as  a  halfback  this 
year  and  the  21-year-old  Arts  student 
developed  into  one  of  the  league’s  most 
consistent  pass  receivers.  He  was  the 
second  highest  scorer  in  the  loop,  with 
thirty-nine  points. 

Others  named  were:  offence— quarter¬ 
back,  Cal  Connor;  guard,  Bill  Miklas; 
tackle,  John  Erickson;  defence— Guy  Pot- 
vin;  linebacker,  John  Crouchman;  middle 
guard,  Merv  Daub;  tackle,  Frank  Ar- 
ment. 

Five  members  were  named  to  the  all- 
Canadian  college  football  team:  offen¬ 
sive  tackle  John  Erickson,  offensive 
guard  Bill  Miklas,  quarterback  Cal  Con¬ 
nor,  halfback  Jim  Young,  and  defensive 
end  Larry  Ferguson. 

Team  statistics  reveal  how  well  bal- 
lanced  the  Gaels  were.  Queen’s  was  sec¬ 
ond  to  Toronto  in  number  of  first  downs, 
116  to  130,  and  led  in  yards  rushing, 
1,262,  and  had  the  top  average  gain,  5.5 
yards.  The  Gaels  had  the  best  passing 
percentage  with  a  48.2  mark,  and  the 
best  average  gain  per  completion,  20.5. 

The  Gaels  with  Larry  Ferguson  doing 
most  of  the  kicking,  had  a  punting  aver¬ 
age  of  38.1  yards.  They  led  in  penalties, 
46,  scored  the  most  touchdowns,  22,  and 
had  the  poorest  record  for  conversions, 
10.  In  the  fumble  department,  Queen’s 
was  third. 

On  defence  McGill  gave  up  the  few¬ 
est  first  downs,  96  to  114  for  Queens. 
The  Gaels  boasted  the  strongest  defence 
against  rushing,  giving  up  883  yards  or 
an  average  of  3.9  per  attempt.  Queen’s 
had  the  most  passes  completed  against 
them  for  the  smallest  average  gain. 

A  further  indication  of  the  power  of 
the  Gaels  was  shown  in  the  pre-season 
games.  Queen’s  defeated  Loyola  48-6 
and  the  East  York  Argos  48-13,  Subse¬ 
quently  the  Argos  won  the  senior  Do¬ 
minion  championship,  without  another 
loss  en  route. 


What  about  next  year?  Nine  graduate 
in  the  spring  and  possibly  six  other  will 
depart.  Almost  all  the  offensive  line 
will  be  gone:  co-captain  and  tackle  John 
Erickson;  ends  Pete  Thompson  and 
Bruce  Stewart;  guard  Bill  Miklas;  centre 
Norm  Jamieson;  and  tackle  Andy  Shaw. 
Others  graduating  are:  halfbacks  Jim 
Young,  Bill  Ferguson,  Bayne  Norrie, 
Guy  Potvin,  and  Marsh  Nicolishen;  line¬ 
backers  John  Crouchman  and  Eric  Hafe- 
man;  end  Bill  McCarthy;  and  tackle 
Tom  Beynon.  Young,  Norrie,  Ferguson, 
Crouchman,  Hafeman,  and  McCarthy 
will  likely  be  returning  for  further  stud¬ 
ies. 

Such  losses  present  a  serious  problem 
for  Coach  Tindall  but  at  least  he  has  the 
satisfaction  of  having  assembled  the  best 
team  to  represent  Queen’s  in  many 
years.  The  Gaels  Jiave  won  five  cham¬ 
pionships  since  1955  and  got  into  the 
playoffs  on  two  other  occasions.  To 
Coach  Tindall  and  his  assistants,  Hal 
McCarney  and  A1  Lenard,  Queen’s  fans 
everywhere  extend  congratulations.
